Curfew in Kashmir 


SRINAGAR, India. • April 7, 
(Reuter): Security forces raided 
houses today looking for Kashmiri 
militants who threatened to kill three 
kidnapped people on Monday after- 
noon if Indian authorities did not 
release three jailed militants by then. 

Authorities today reimposed a 24- 
hour curfew on the Kashmir valley, 

where Muslim militants are revolting 
against Indian rule. 

Indian Blackest commandos have 
been put on alert for a possible mis- 
sion to free a university professor, a 
business executive and his pnvate 
secretary kidnapped by militants on 
Friday, a Srinagar police official

The commandos were nown m 
several weeks ago to stand by for a 
hostage rescue operation, a senior 
police official said- . 

“That occasiop has come ana we 
must ask them to strike,” the police 


official said, adding the commandos 
would only act when the militants' 
hideout was found. 

Slate intelligence chief, Amar 
Kapoor, told Reuters: “We do not 
know who has kidnapped them as 
nobody has come forward to 
negotiate. Somebody has telephoned 
newspaper offices but how can you 
say they are genuine,” he said. 

The government was tring to open 
negotiations with the militants 
through the father ofone of the three 

jailed militants, he said. 

Security forces have raided several 
hundred houses in Srinagar, where 
ibe militants are believed to be hidmg 
out with their captives, a police spok- 
esman said- 

Witnesses said residents of the ottl 
dty area of Srinagar were trying to 
escape the dragnet by moving into 
mosques, which were broadcasting 
anti-India slogans on loudspeakers.

OSLO, April 7, (Agencies): At least 75 people died after fire swept through a 
Danish ferry in the North Sea early today and 50 others were missing, feared 
trapped in the vesseL 

“Firemen found 75 people dead on board the Scandinavian Star,” said 
Borghild Eldoen, spokeswoman for the Norwegian rescue service. 

“But they have not yet searched the whole vessel .and 35 lo 50 are still missing.” The 
ship's operators said they suspected arson. 

Israelis 
talk to 
me, says 
Arafat 

ROME, April 7, (Renter): Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) leader Yasser Arafat said 
yesterday be had had high-level 
secret contacts with the Israeli 
government. 

“Yes, they exist,” he told 
Italian state radio on being asked 
if top-level contacts had taken 
place. 

“For example (former Defence 
Minister) Yitzhak Rabin sent an 
emisasry with a message for me 
and even (Prune Minister Yitz- 
hak) Shamir has done the same 
thing.” 

. - Asked what typeofmessageshe 
had received, Arafat said: “Dif- 
ferent types ... regarding the 
intifada.” 

Arafat, who bad just finished a 
two-day visit to Italy, said the 
messages also concerned “some 
aspects of peace initiatives.” But 
he gave no details. 

Asked if it was strange that a 
declared enemy had sent him mes- 
sages, Arafat replied: “With 
whom are they going to make 
peace? with ghosts?. No. With 
me.” 

“They are like ostriches who 
bury their heads in the sand and 
refuse to confront reality. They do 
not want to march in the direction 
of history. Some of them think 
they can Mock the sun with their 
finger." 

Warheads 

Arafat said today Israel has 
between 225-250 unclear war- 
heads and was stealing more Arab 
land for new Jewish emigrants. 

“The situation is becoming 
more and more dangerous. Each 
Arab capital can be hit by 10 
Israeli warheads,” be told a meet- 
ing of the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference (OfQ in Rabat. 

“The Islamic and Arab nation 
cannot remain with its arms cros- 
sed ~ we have to move from words 
to action,” be said, adding Israel 
had clear designs <on parts of 
Lebanon and Jordan. 

Arafat was speaking at the 
opening session of the OICs 
Jerusalem Committee, convened 
by chairman King Hassan II of 
Morocco to co-ordinate a 
strategy against increased Soviet 
emigration to Israel and its effect 
on Jerusalem. 

Arafat said Israel was planning 
to establish an extra three miffion 
Jews from the Soviet Umon, Eas- 
tern Europe and Ethiopia to the 
region between now and the end of 
the century, more than doubling 
the current population of the state 
oflsraeL 

“We are faced with a dangerous 
challenge — Israel trass to occapy 
more Arab territories,*' he said. 

The Palestinian leader said 
Falasha Jews from Ethiopia had 
already been located in a buffer 
zone in the south of Lelpnoa 
maintained by IsraeL

Influx raises fears 
of threat to Egypt 

A! Ahram editor’s alarm 


CAIRO, April 7, (AP); A leading 
editor yesterday escalated Egypt's 
campaign against mass movement to 
Israel by Soviet Jews, writing that the 
Jewish state may try to accommodate 
them by seizing hod from Egypt and 
its other Arab neighbours. 

Byincluding Egypt. Ibrahim Nafci 
of the government-owned Al Ahram 
implied a possible threat to Israel's 
1 979 peace treaty with Egypt, its only 
one with an Arab country. 

For months. President Hosni 
Mubarak and other Egyptian 
officials have condemned the influx 
of thousands of Soviet Jews into 
Israel. Commentators in state- 
owned and opposition media have 
been even more virulent. 

But until the comments by Nafei.a 
Mubarak confidant who cus- 
tomarily reflects government think- 
ing, the criticism focused on threat to 
the West Bank and Gaza, Arab lands 
occupied by Israel since 1967. 

In his weekly front-page column. 
Nafci coupled his expression of con- 


cern with criticism of both the United 
Stales and the Soviet Union. 

Under the title “major cons- 
piracy.” Nafci wrote: 

"What is the secret behind this 
terrible Isadi octopus? What is the 
secreL of this octopus that prompts 
the world's two superpowers to com- 
pete and excel in the service of Israeli 
aims?" 

An accompanying cartoon depic- 
ted Unde Sam tootling on a flute in 
the shape of a dollar sign and emit- 
ting dollar-sign notes. A cobra with a 
Star of David as its hood slithered 
from a jar labelled “Soviet Union.” 

Nafei wrote that the immigration 
problem is more massive. He quoted 
a “senior Soviet official," whom be 
did not identify, as saying that about 
4 million Soviet citizens will emigrate 
this year.

About 330 people abandoned the ship after fire broke out during an overnight trip 
from Norway to Denmark. A dozen other vessels, backed up by helicopters, picked up 
most of them unharmed.

GAZA, April 7, (Reuter): Demon- 
strators raised the Palestinian flag in 
the centre or Gaza City today and 
blocked roads with rubble and blaz- 
ing tyres during protests over the 
killing of two Arabs and closure of a 
mosque earlier in the week.

According to unofficial .statistics by relief organisations 
and police, more than 60 people have been gunned down in 
the last month in Karachi, the capital of the turbulent Sind 
province, the country's economic and industrial centre 
and its only major port. 

Benazir's left-of-centre party and the right-wing MQM 
are the main combatants in the political baule. A one-time 
ally of Benazir's, the MQM withdrew iu support last 
November and committed its 14 National Assembly scats 
to her hostile opposition. 


The MQM's switch prompted her opposition to call a 
non-confidence vole last Nov 2, which she narrowly 
survived. 

Benazir's party rules the 237-seat National Assembly 
and dominates the Sind provincial assembly. 

Since 1985 more than 1.000 people have been killed in 
ethnic violence in Karachi and Hyderabad, about 100 
miles ( 1 60 kilometres) to the north. 

The main combatants in the ethnic battle are Sind 
nationalists, who want greater autonomy or independence 
for the southern province and the MQM. who want lo be 
recognised as a fifth nationality. 


Capsize In Burma

Revolt 
claims

KATHMANDU. April 7. 
(Reuter): Nepalese authorities 
clamped a curfew on Kath- 
mandu today after security for- 
ces shot dead up to 50 people to 
hall a protest march on the royal 
palace, but fresh signs of revolt 
were reported outside the 
capital. 

People in Kathmandu, where 
100.000 pro-democracy demon- 
strators were dispersed by gun- 
fire yesterday, seemed to be 
obeying the curfew orders 
repeated every half-hour on the 
Himalayan kingdom's slate-run 
radio. 

But 15.000 people demon- 
strated in nearby Bhaktapur, 
witnesses said. Later people liv- 
ing in the area reported seeing 
ambulances heading from Bhak- 
tapur towards Kathmandu. 

Radio Nepal said six people 
had died and 107 were injured 
when police opened fire to halt 
yesterday's demonstrations as 
they approached the palace of 
King Birendra. traditionally 
revered as a descendant of the 
Hindu god Vishnu. 

Witnesses and hospital doc- 
tors said 50 people died. 

The radio said an indefinite 
curfew was in force within a 10 - 
km (six-mile) radius of central 
Kathmandu, including the town 
of Patan where thousands 
roamed the streets last week 
demanding multi-party demo- 
cracy. 

The radio said anyone break- 
ing the curfew would be jailed for 
a month. Any curfew-breaker 
deemed to be resisting arrest 
would be shot dead, Lhe Nepali- 
language warning said. 

It said a two-hour break in the 
curfew promised earlier had been 
cancelled. The curfew would slay 
in force until at least tomorrow 
morning. 

Nepal, wedged between India 
and Tibet, has been ruled since 
1972 by the 44-year-old Birendra 
who yesterday replaced a har- 
dline government with more 
liberal leaders. 

Freed 

Today several leading govern- 
ment opponents were freed from 
detention. They included human 
rights leader Devendra Raj Pan- 
day and the acting general 
secretary of the Nepali Congress 
Party, Yog Prasad Upadhaya. 

The Nepali Congress joined 
forces with seven small commun- 
ist factions in February to launch 
a campaign for open political 
activity. Political parties have 
been banned since 1960. 

Police broke up demonstra- 
tions, with an official death toll 
of 12 , and arrested hundreds of 
people in Lhe first weeks of the 
campaign. The crackdown 
fuelled the past week's mass 
protest. . 

Witnesses said Patan, an his- 
toric town which residents had 
turned into a no-go area for 
police, had been taken over by 
the army last night. 

The troops met liule resis- 
tance, witnesses said. Militant 
residents who had earlier 
barricaded out police had gone 

to Kathmandu to demonstrate 

and not returned. 

Nepali Congress sources said 
troops shot dead two curfew- 
breakers and a third person wat- 
ching them from a balcony in 
Patan overnight but there was no 
independent confirmation of 

this. 

Radio Nepal's English-lan- 
guage news broadcasts warned 
tourists of the curfew. 

The British High Commission 
said Briton Richard Williams 
died and another Briton. 
Andrew Reid, was injured in yes- 
terday’s firing. Hospital sources 
said a Dutchman. Diek Boogard, 
was also injured. 

The sources said Kathmandu 
airport was effectively closed 
today because the cuifew had 
kepi Nepalese staff away.

Carino testified that the for- 
mer First Lady took millions of 
dollars from the New York bran- 
ch’s operating account at Chase 
Manhattan Bank.

York jury awarded S3. 5 million yes- 
terday in a 1 3-year-cld lawsuit charg- 
ing one of thc'nation's largest vanity 
publishers with fraud and deception. 

The Si I million class action suit 
represents thousands of authors who 
have paid up to SS.000 to have their 
hook manuscripts published by New 
York-based Vantage Press since 
1971. The so-called vanity presses 
publish books only at the author's 
expense. 

Vantage Press' titles include 
"Traffic my way.” the reminiscences 
ofa parking meter man. “Dogs I have 
known” and “The sex life of a foot- 
ball referee." 

The S3.5 million will be divided 
among 2J20G authors once the court 
stipulates how much the plaintiffs' 
artomey should receive, the New 
York Times reported. 

“Vantage operates a sham opera- 
tion rife with fraud and phantom 
editors," said Arthur J. Jacobs, 
attorney for the authors. 

Bui Laurence Shanahan, a lawyer 
for the publisher, said, "Vantage did 
exactly what it promised these auth- 
ors." by publishing their works and 
advertising them in mailings and 
small trade publications. 

Vantage publishes about 400 
books a year. 


Hotel fire kills 3 

21 hurt in Miami disaster 


MIAMI BEACH. Florida April, 
7. (AP): Panicked tenants jum- 
ped from windows and crawled 
through smoky hallways as a 
pre-dawn Ore destroyed a 
residential hotel yesterday killing 
three people and injuring 21, 
officials said. 

Fourteen residents were unac- 
counted for hours after the three- 
alarm blaze brokeoulat the Fon- 
tana Hotel on Coiling Avenue 
north of Miami Beach's trendy 
An Deco district, fire chief Bran- 
aird Dorris said. But officials had 
no evidence they were trapped 
inside. 

Many of the 100 to 150 
residents were retirees, some of 
whom had to flee without their 
medications or hearing aids. 

“It’s a terrible fire. 1 don't 
know how to describe this when 
you have multiple deaths and 
you have total destruction of a 
building,” said assistant firechief 
John Reed. “ Ican’leven think of 
the proper word to describe it.” 

Alfonso Teizeira. a 27-year- 
old Brazilian, was awakened in 


his room by a frightened 
resident. 

“I saw- this guy running in the 
hall, shouting ‘fire, fire. big. big," 
Teixerirasaid. 

The hotel had smoke alarms 
but no sprinklers, authorities 
said. Mayor Alex Daoud said the 
intensity” of the 3 am fire led 
investigators to suspect arson, 
but detective Jim Hyde said no 
evidence of arson had been found 
in the early stages of the inves- 
tigation. 

Tenants reported a water leak, 
raising the possibility of an elec- 
trical short. Dorris said. 

• Myrtle Jackson a yearly ten- 
ant said the smoke was too thick 
and there was no chance to help 
anyone else — “no time to be a 
hero tonight.” 

Long-time residents said the 
hotel housed between 100 and 
200 residents, most of whom ren- 
ted by the week, month oryear. A 
few vacationers also were 
believed in the building when the 
fire broke out.

7, (Reuter): Colombia’s drug 
barons pledged yesterday to step 




industrial leaders. 

The drug traffickers, known as 
“the Extradi tables" because they 
are wanted in the United States, 
said righting the government’s 
policy of extradition was no lon- 
ger their main concern. 

“Our principal motive for war 
will be the torture, murder and 
disappearance of our 
colleagues,” they said in a 
statement 

Referring to the shooting 
deaths of at least 1 4 policemen in 
the cocaine capital of Medellin 
this week, the drug barons said 
they would order the suspension 
of executions of policemen who 
fiyirl never taken part in torture. 

“But by cotrast we will step up 
our war against the torturers and 
against the industrial and 
political oligarchy which are 
accomplices of torture and mur- 
der,” the Extradi tables said in a 
statement sent to news orgamsa- • 
lions. 

“We will not lower our banner 
and we will respond with bombs 
and executions to extradition 
and disappearances,” they said. 

The statement was issued the 
day after police defused a bomb 
estimated at around 800 kg 
(1,700 lbs) hidden in a truck 
parked in a wealthy suburb ofthe 
capital Bogota. Police said it was 
intended to kill Colombia’s 
security chief. . 

Drug traffickers claimed res- 
ponsibility for kidnapping 
Federico Estrada Velez, a sen- 
ator of the ruling Liberal Party 
and a former ambassador in 
Italy, who was snatched from his 
car bv gunmen while driving in 
Mede'llin on Tuesday morning. 
Velez was released unharmed on 
Thursday. The drug traffickers 
had threatened to kill him if two 
of their colleagues said to be 
detained by police were killed. 

The drug barons have alleged 
that many people detained by the 
authorities in the anti-drug fight 
have been tortured or havedisap- 
peared. 

Most politicians have believed 
until now that fear of extradition 
to the United Stales was the main 
motive for the drug barons offen- 
sive aeainst the state, which has 
killed more than 200 lives since 

last AugusL 

But the Extraditable* again 
referred to themselves as a 
“political-military organisa- 
tion." emphasising that they 
believe their struggle has political 
overtones. 

The drug barons said detain- 
ees held at a police school in 
Medellin had been taken outside 
and executed. 

“We denounce these things 
only as testimony for history, 
because we know that they will 
never be investigated since our 
people are not governed by a 
president but by the strength and 
power of four criminal police 
officers.” the Extradi tables said, 
referring to the chiefs of four 
police bodies. 

A wave of drug-related bomb- 
ings and assassinations swept the 
country after the government 
cracked down on the illegal drug 
trade last AugusL 
Violence eased after the drug 
barons offered peace in January. 
The renewed violence follows the 
government’s rejection of their 
offer.

Cambodian 
rebels launch 
major raids 

ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand, 
April 7, (AP): Four thousand Com- 
bodian guerrillas launched major 
attacks yesterday in a bid to recap- 
ture territory seized by Phnom Penh 
government forces in recent weeks, 
senior guenfila officials said. 

A spokesman for the Khmer Peo- 
ple's National Liberation Front said 
the group's fighters seized Don Noi 
yesterday and intended to retake 
Sisophon, a major cross-roads town 
in western Cambodia. 

“We have launched a large scale 
counter-offensive involving all our 
forces," said Ok Sere Sopbeak. a sen- 
ior KPNLF officials. 

The KPNLF led by former Prime 
Minister Son Sann is one of three 
guerrilla groups allied in a loose 
coalition to fight the Vietnam- 
backed government in Cambodia- 
The also coalition includes the com- 
munist Khmer Rouge and the non- 
communist forces of Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk. 

The KPNLF is reding from gover- 
nment attacks that have seized much 
of the some 2,000 square miles (5,1 80 
square kilometres) of territory that 
the guerrillas ha we held since last falL 

The embattled territory is located 
in western Cambodia near the Thai 
frontier along which the China-sup- 
plied and Thai-supported coalition 
has most of its bases. 

The latest blow to the KPNLF 
came last Tuesday when Phnom 
Penh troops retook the district 
capital ofThmar Puok. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, 
April 7, ( AP): Four boatloads of 
fishermen aimed with knives and 
iron rods attacked a boat carry- 
ing 191 Vietnamese “boat peo- 
ple,” brutally killing three people 
and abducting six women, the 
United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees said yester- 
day. 

The UNHCR said 11 other 
Vietnamese were missing and 
presumed drowned in Monday's 
attack, the first known assaulton 
Vietnamese boat people off the 
Malaysian coast this year. 

“The UNHCR strongly 
believes that this tragedy 
underlines once again the impor- 
tance of granting safe haven as 
soon as possible to Vietnamese 
asylum seekers in accord with all 
humanitarian and maritime 
obligations,” the UNHCR said 
in a statement 

One hundred and seventy-one 
of the 191 people aboard the 
Vietnamese vessel escaped the 
hour-long attack on April 2 and 
made it safety to a US Exxon oil 
rig off the Trengganu coast, in 
the South China Sea, 500 
kilometres (300 miles) northeast 
of Kuala Lumpur, the UNHCR 
said- . , .v 

The UNHCR did not identify 
the attackers, but other refugee 
officials said information given 
by the refugees indicated they 
were Thai fishermen. 

The Vietnamese left Camau on 
the southern tip of Vietnam on 
Sunday, and at about 6 pm the 
next day a fishing vessel came 
alongside and offered them ice 
and water, the UNHCR said. 

Meanwhile, three other fishing 
boats arrived from different 


directions. One approached the 
Vietnamese boat, and three men _

* “We have to look for a solu- 
tion, a solution that would be 
acceptable" to both Nato and the 
Warsaw Pact, Shevardnadze 
said in adopting a conciliatory 
stance of unification. 

Shevardnadze did not offer

Call t o renounce force 

Genscher asks Germanys 


WASHINGTON. April 7. (Renter): 
West German Foreign Minister 
Harts- Diet rich Genscher, seeking to 
ease concerns over German unifica- 
tion. urged both Germanys yester- 
day to renounce jointly the use of 
force forpolilical goals. 

Speaking at ihe annual meeting of 
the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. Genscher said East and 
West Germany should also 
announce they would never make or 
possess nuclear, chemical or 
biological weapons. 

Noting concern about die prosp- 
ect of the two Germanys being united 
for the first timesince World War II. 
be said a single Germany would noi 
be a threat to the Soviet Union or 
other countries but would be a force 
for stability. 

He said East and West Germany 
could contribute testability ahead of 
the planned European security sum- 
mit this November — the 35-nation 
Conference on Security and 
Cooperation < CSC£ ) — by pledging 
never to use arms for political gains. 

"Tt will be a major contribution to 
in Europe if both German 
slates solemnly declare that they ren- 
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ounce for all time the use of force m 
the pursuit of political gains,” Gens- 
chcr said. 

“Both German stales can reaffirm 
jointly that they renounce the man- 
ufacture and possession of nuclear, 
chemical and biological weapons." 

He also said the European security 
summit should guarantee free elec- 
tions. human rights and protection or 
minorities. 

Genscher said the CSCE should 
set up watchdog groups to ensure 
agreed principles are also put into 
practice. 

He also called for a “new uans- 
Atlantic partnership “among the 
United States, Canada and the 
European Economic Community 
(EEC) 10 guide the Western partner- 
ship as Europe moves towards a new 
identity. 

“The CSCE process must become 
a framework or stability For the dyn- 
amic, dramatic and sometimes 
revolutionary developments in Eas- 
tern Europe and the Soviet Union.” 
Genscher said. 

“The summit opens up the pos- 
sibility of designing perspectives for a 
new peaceful order in all of Europe. " 

The Soviet Union has signalled it is 
willing to back off from a demand 
that a united Germany be neutral. 
Secretary of State James Baker Said. 


But Baker said Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze had 
also made it clear that Moscow 
would not go so far as to accept 
Western demands that a reunited 
Germany be pan of Nato. 

That qualifier was confirmed by 
Shevardnadze himself as he closed 
out a three-day Washington visit. 
But in a generally conciliatory 
statement on the German issue, he 
said he expected Moscow and the 
West would work out a mutually 
acceptable compromise on the future 
Germany. 

In East Berlin, the leader of Easr 
Germany's second-largest political 
party said yesterday he doubted that 
a broad coalition government could 
be formed before April )5. as dis- 
putes stilt plagued the young 
democracy. 

Markus Meckel, acting chairman 
of the Social Democratic Party , said 
the conservative Christian 
Democratic Union, or CDU. still 
had not presented a single “position" 
on future policies that will lead to 
unification.

Latvian 
reds set 
to split

RIGA. Soviet Union. April 7, 
(Reuter): Latvia's Communist. 
Party is set to split today over the 
burning issue of independence 
and sound another alarm bell in 
the Kremlin from the restless 
Baltic Republics. 

Juris Rosen wald, a leader of 
the pro-independence wing of 
the Latvian Party, predicted ii 
would break into pro-Moscow 
and independent factions today, 
the second day of the party's con- 
gress. 

“1 am deeply convinced there 
is no possible compromise," he 
said. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev has already warned Lith- 
uania, there could be “gravecon- 
sequences" if it does not rescind 
its March 1 1 declaration. 

He followed this up by den- 
ouncing a gradual independence 
plan unveiled by Estonia. 

The three Baltic Republics, 
independent between the two 
World Wars, were incorporated 
into Stalin’s Soviet Union in 
J940 after elections that many 
historians say were rigged by 
Moscow. 

But Latvian parly chief Jan 
Vagris warned the republic’s 
congress that the Party and the 
republic could not afTord to 
follow Lithuania's lead and reaf- 
firm pre-1940 independence. 

“ITie real political indepen- 
dence of Latvia is possible only 
when its economic independence 
is guaranteed. However, today in 
Latvia there is not an economic 
structure appropriate to a 
sovereign state," Vagris told 
party members. 

Meanwhile. pro-Moscow for- 
ces in Rica, the Latvian capital, 
have made moves against the 
powerful Popular Front which is 
spearheading the republic's 
separatist movement.

VIENNA, April 7 (Opecna): This short study on 
Saudi Arabia's bid for economic diversification 
leading to self-sustaining growth is well documented 
— though the statistics do not go beyond 1 984-S5 — 
but more than that, it is extremely well written. The 
brevity of the exercise also means that the focus is 
sharp and critical, supported by a large number of 
statistical tables and references. 

The author, an Indian academic associated with 
the National Institute of Science. Technology and 
Development Studies in New Delhi, examines post- 
1973 Saudi industrial effort, founded on its vast 
hydrocarbon base, and comes to the conclusion that 
the kingdom not only took the right strategic 
decision, but adopted the right approach and is well 
on its way to the achievement of the objective it had 
set itself. 

Writes Rashid Masood: “Saudi Arabia has suc- 
ceeded in diversify ingand restructuring its economy 
that will push it towards self-sustained growth. The 
rapid pace of development... has hardly any parellel 
in the world industrial history." 

The “turning point” in Saudi Arabia’s industrial 
history came following the 1973-74 Opcc price 
adjustment which sent oil revenues soaring. The 
Saudi government made much more profitable use 
of the transformed situation than some of the coun- 
tries similarly placed. It decided that a large percen- 
tage ot the newly-generated revenues should be 
employed in a manner that would “reduce the 
country’s overwhelming dependence on oil exports 
and establish a diversified economy to attain self- 
sustained growth before the oil resources get 
exhausted.” 

Sensible 

The kingdom could have done one of two things: 
leave industrialisation entirely in the hands of 
foreign companies and governments, or enter info 
arrangements that would eventually lead to the 
development of a technological base through 
trained local manpower and assimilated technology 
and know-how. The kingdom, quite sensibly, opted 
for the latter course. 

The kingdom's planners also took steps to move 
towards downstream activities in order to break the 
oil industry's vertical integration pattern. However, 
the inherent risk of this policy was that the economy 
may become integrated to the Western economic 
system. So far most indicators lead to theconclusion 
that this has not happened and the kindgom has 
managed both to preserve its sovereign economic

UAE, India to 
promote ties 

NEW DELHI, April 7, (Opecna): The United Arab Emirates Minister 
ofPetroIeum and Mineral Resources Dr Mana Saeed Otaiba held talks 
here with Indian Prime Minister V.P. Singh on issues of common 
intersi. 

In a first high level contact with the premier's new government in 
India. Otaiba 'conveyed a message from the UAE President Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan Al Nahyan to the Indian head of government. 

He apprised the Indian leader on progress made so far in furthering 
mutual lies between the two countries as well as developments of 
interest in the Middle East. 

Otaiba also held talks with the Indian Petroleum and Chemicals 
Minister M.F. Gurapadaswamy on the possibilty of greater mutual co- 
operation. particularly in the oil and gas sectors. 

He welcomed and Indian proposal for joint ventures in the oil sector 
and said that there was ample scope for the two countries to enlarge 
their areas of co-operation. 

Meanwhile, a report on UAE trade registered a trade surplus of £5.5 
billion last year, a 52.7 percent increase over 1988. 

The report issued by the Planning Ministry revealed that increased 
exports of goods in 1989 fetched SI 5.6 billion against inports worth 
$10.1 billion. 

“The year of 1989 saw an upturn in several sectors in the UAE,” 
commented the report.

Bahraini girls 
prone to suicide 

NEARLY 90 per cent of all 
suicide ai tempts by Bahrainis are 
by teenage girls, a leading psy- 
chologist commented to the local 
press. 

Dr Bana Busaboon. who 
works at the BDF Hospital, said 
that most of the cases involve 
girls who are depressed with their 
home-life and seek attention to 
their problems with such attem- 
pts. 

According to the psychologist, 
who said her analysis was based 
on the cases received at the hosp- 
ital. an average of about five 
cases of attempted suicide vic- 
tims i n volving girls aged between 
13 and 20 are received every 
month at the BDF. Dr Busaboon 
said that the main reason behind 
such suicide attempts concerns 
family problems. She stressed 
however that rest of such cases 
are not serious suicide attempts 
and do not endanger the lives of 
the victims. Most of the cases 
arise because of the parents 
inability or refusaf to understand 
the growing needs of their 
adolescent daughters. 


absorb Saudi production, while in Europe trade and 
tariff barriers have been going up rather than down. 
Talks have been in progress between the European 
Community (EC) and the Gulf Co-opera Uon Coun- 
cil (GCC) for many years now. but so far the results 
have been disappointing. With Eastern Europe 
opening up, the chances of a breakthrough appear 
to be even more remote. 

(t has been said that before investing billions of 
dollars, Saudi Arabia should have fully investigated 
the marketing aspects which might have Jed to the 
ambitious scale of the plans being tailored more 
realistically. While at first glance, such criticism may 
seem logical, on second though it is not so. Saudi 
Arabia moved botdy and with confidence into the 
industrialisation of die kindgom. If access to Saudi 
products in Europe is being restricted, the onus is on 
those who preach the gospel of market economy and 
practice exactly its opposite when the time comes Lo 
match their professions with their policies. Saudi 
Arabia is the sinned against not the other way 
round, as is sometime implied. 

The Saudi attitude, as the book repeatedly stres- 
ses, has been dynamic and forthright. The decision 
lo “go for the big one” was correct and will be 
vindicated. Just too much effort and too much 
money has gone into these huge enterprises to allow 
temporary difficulties to dictate a change of course. 
If thjsis indeed an interdependent world, as develop- 
ing countries are constantly told, then surely the 
Saudi initiative deserves to succeed. 

While exlrolling the effort that has gone into the 
creation ofthe billions of dollars worth Saudi down- 
stream sector, Masood points out that the Saudi 
petroceracial industry is still dependent on indus- 
trialised countries for know-how, skilled man- 
agerial expertise, technical consultancy and 
services, machinery and equipment and. lost but not 
least, marketing of products. 

Dependence 

According to the author “The technological 
dependence on developed countries can only be 
reduced by creating a more productive ethos, 
namely providing facilities for research and 
development (RD) and creating a scientific cons- 
ciousness among le masses.” 

He admits that it cannot be “done overnight," 
maintaining that “it generally requires 40 years for a 
country todcveJopits RD to the point of making an 
impact on national development." He asserts that 
the Saudi government is aware of the importance 
and necessity of research and “the efforts made for 
ihe upgradaiion of the technological base and 
development of new skills and direction of RD 
efforts towards innovation and of products and 
persons likely to bring the desired benefits to the 
Saudi economy.” 

The author says that while it may lake lime to 
“know with certainty” to what extent the kingdom 
has succeeded in its industrialisation effort, “which 
would eventually lead to self-sustained growth. 
Another point highlighted by the author is that the 
technology being imported by theSaudisisavailable 
against cash with a large number of foreign compan- 
ies, which means that the kingdom is not dependent 
entirely on one source or company. 

The author points out that the "success of Saudi 
Arabia in acquiring necessary capability in various 
fields of industrialisation, including infrastructure 
development, is borne put by the fact that the oil 
concessions and other incentive given to foreign 
companies arc likely to be gradually withdrawn.” 

A word about some other aspects of this able 
study. The bibliography and the referencing is 
extensive and should be most valuable to anyone 
studying Saudi Arabia and the Gulf region. As 
noted earlier, the statistics do not go beyond 1984- 
85, which means that the gestation period of the 
book was long, the gap between the cut-off point of 
the research and publication bang almost five years. 


Mubarak defends 
Saddam Hussein 

Campaign without justification 


CAIRO, April 7.(AP): President 
Hosni Mubarak yesterday said 
he has the personal assurance of 
Saddam Hussein that he wants 
only to defend Iraq and has no 
aggressive intentions toward 
Israel. 

“The Iraqi President has no 
intention of going to war al all. 
Not with Israel and not with 
Iran.” Mubarak said. 

“He has spoken with me 
repeatedly about the peaceful 
approach. I have absolutely no 
doubt that he is bent on peace 
and is not a man of war or a 
starter of war.” 

Mubarak had not commented 
previously on an international 
furore caused by Hussein's 
speech last Monday in which he 
said Iraq has binary chemical 
weapons and would use to wipe 
out half of Israel if attacked. 

“I regret the current cam- 
paigns against Iraq which have 
been escalating without justifica- 
tion,” Mubarak told reporters 
after Friday noon prayers at a 
military base near the Suez Canal 
city of Suez. The state-run Mid- 
dle East News Agency dis- 
tributed his remarks. 

Before Hussein's speech, Iraq 
already had been at tne centre of 
two recent international rows. 

Several people were arrested in 
London last week on suspicion of 
trying to sm uggle to Iraq triggers 
for nuclear bombs. Baghdad 
denied it is has nuclear weapons 
and said it needed the triggers for 
other scientific purposes,' 

On March 15, Iraq's execution 
of Farzad Bazoft, an Iranian- 
born. British-based reporter 
convicted of espionage, also trig- 
gered outrage in much of the 
West. 

Mubarak said Hussein's 
statements about reprisal with 
chemical weapons were promp- 
ted by “Lhe campaign against 
him that he regarded as pressure 
or threat.” He said Hussein has 
told him as much since his speech 
lasL Monday. 

Campaign 

The Egyptian President said 
the United States joined in the 
anti-Iraq campaign, although he 
praised President George Bush 
for “very moderate and baian- 
cttl” statements. 

Egypi is aligned with Iraq in 
the Arab Co-operation Council, 
which also includes Jordan and 
North Yemen. It was founded in 
February last year as an econ- 
omic grouping but frequently 
has delved in Arab politics. 


Foreign ministers of the four 
countries met in Amman, Jor- 
dan. on Wednesday and stated 
their full solidarity with Iraq. 
Their statement called for a 
nuclear-wea pons-free Middle 
East and for Israel to sign the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty of 1968. 

Despite official denials in 
Jerusalem. Israel is thought to be 
the only Middle East country 
capable of making nuclear 
weapons. Hussein said in bis 
speech his country' developed 
advanced chemical weapons as a 
deterrent to an Israeli nuclear 
arsenal. 

Iraqi officials have admitted 
that their army used chemical 
weapons in self-defence during 
Iraq's eight-year war against 
Iran, halted with a cease-fire in 
August 1988. Mubarak's 
predecessor Anwar Sadat said 
publicly that Iraqi aggression 
began die war. but Egypt never- 
theless was one of Baghdad's 
major weapons suppliers. 

Meanwhile, the Israel’s army 
deputy chief of staff warned yes- 
terday that a combined Syrian, 
Jordanian and Iraqi force could 
threaten Israel's borders in 
several years during an interview 
on Israel television. 

“We must prepare ourselves 
for it as if it will come to pass.” 
General Ehud Barak said. 
“However, we should not see in 
these preparations a certainty 
that this will happen." 

Barak addressed Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein's 
threats to attack Israel with 
chemical weapons in a rare telev- 
ised appearance of a high rank- 
ing military officer. 

Sane 

Although Barak saw a future 
threat in a combined Arab force, 
he downplayed Iraq's present 
capability and intentions to des- 
troy Israel. 

“1 think (Hussein) will weigh a 
decision more than twice before 
he even thinks about attacking 
Israel with chemical weapons.” 
Barak said. 

The deputy chief of staff called 
Saddam Hussein a sane and 
experienced leader who knew 
how to compare the Jewish 
state's military capabilities to 
Iraq's better than any Israeli 
citizen. 

However. Barak emphasized 
the need to stop Iraq’s attempts 
to build a nuclear capability 
before it was too late. 


Oman to set up 
mining company 

NICOSIA, April 7. (Reuter):Oman plans to set up a privately owned 
company to mine copper, chrome and other minerals, the O mani 
petroleum and minerals under-secretajy said in an interview published 
recently. 

"A private company is planned as experience around the world has 
shown the private sector is more suitable for such an investment,” 
Salem bin Mohammed bin Shaaban told an Arabic newspaper. 

“We in tend to prepare ... q ualified Omanis and provide the company 
with ... equipment making it independent and ensuring the existence of 
the mining industry for over 100 years," he added. 

Oman's economy is dominated by the stale sector but the govern- 
ment has said it wants private enterprise to play a bigger role. 

Surveys show Oman has large amounts of minerals. Shaaban said in 
the interview carried by the Omani News Agency and monitored in 
Cyprus. 

He said the Sultanate, whose main export is oil, already produced 
copper and would soon produce chrome.

Nato project 


Obsolete plan 
still on table 


WASHINGTON. <AP): In private. US officials acknowledged long 
ago that there is no realistic prospect for the deployment of new short- 
range nuclear missiles in Germany. But the project remains on the table, 
a devalued bargaining chip in anus control talks abroad and budget 
negotiations at home. , 

In both settings, rival negotiators know that the modernized missile 
plan is obsolete. The West Germans didn't want nuclear missiles on 
their soil aimed at other Germans even when the presumed targets were 
in communist territory. And a unified Germany is likely to have even 
less desire for the weapons. 

On a redrawn, post-cold war political map. the missiles would not 
even have logical targets. But the project remains in the budget, at S 112 
million this year, and a total cost estimated by the administration at 
SI .2 billion if it were to be completed. 

Weapon 

The weapon involved would be a missile called Fotl. Fotl means 
follow on to lance, a short-range missile now deployed in Germany and 
four other Nato nations. Thelancewiti be obsolete by the middle of the 
decade, and the Alliance has been talking about modernization. 

The nuclear missiles were deployed to buttress outnumbered Nato 
troops in the event of a Soviet ground attack into Western Europe. 
Modernizing that missile force was a contentious issue even before the 
political upheavals that transformed Eastern Europe toward 
democracy. 

When President George Bush went to his first Nato summit 10 
months ago, missile modernization was a problem. Bush proposed 
sharp cuts in East and West conventional forces, and the Alliance 
avoided the nuclear missile quandary by pulling off a decision on 
modernization until 1992. 

In addition, the 1989 Nato compromise calls for negotiations to 
reduce the battlefield nuclear missiles — but not to eliminate them — 
after East-West agreement on reduction of conventional forces. Those 
cuts have started to take place. 

That compromise nearly a vearago avoided an issue that would have 
been a problem for Chanasilor Helmut Kohl in West German 
parliamentary elections scheduled late this year. Anti-nuclear sen- 
timent had been growing in West Germany since the 19S7 treaty to 
scrap intermediate-range missiles. 

The pact left the short-range missiles, defined as those with ranges up 
to 3 10 miles 1 500 kilometres), as the only ones in the Nato neighbour- 
hood and West Germany is the site for almost all of them. 

The current force of lance missiles has a range of about 70 miles (21 
kilometres). Nato has 88 short-range nuclear missile launchers. The 
Fotl project is to turn out missiles that could deliver nuclear warheads 
up to 2S0 miles ( S5 kilometres), ano 1 .000 of the weapons are planned. 

Bui those plans were drafted for use against a communist bloc that 
has been transformed. New governments in Eastern Europe are press- 
ing for Soviet troop withdrawals. East Gennans have elected a new 
ZQ\ernmenz shaped to hasten the process of reunification. 

The Bush administration is said to be considering changes in the plan 
for now short-range missiles, a topic that will have to bedealt with when 
Nato defence ministers meet next month in Alberta. Canada.

Turkey to stem rebel violence 


NUSAYBIN. Turkey. (Reuter): Turkish security 
forces patrol the pot-holed streets of this tense 
southeastern town overlooking the Syrian frontier, 
part of measures in the region to try to stem .-rowing 
separatist Kurdish rebel violence. 

The predominantly Kurdish town of 80.000 peo- 
ple was the flashpoint three weeks ago for an 
upsurge in violence and protests after bleak winter 
months when guerrillas of the Marxist Kurdish 
Workers Pany (PKK) traditionally lie low. 


"This is a people's movement but our government 
is not aware," Nusaybin’s Kurdish Mayor Muslum 
Yildirim told Reuters. "We do not want to be 
treated like second-class people." 

“The government says the PKK threatens people 
in order to take food, water and support. They are 
mistaken. Believe me or not, some 95 per cent of the 
people do this willingly," he said. 

Suppression 

Sait, a 17-year-oid youth, said: "They think we 
are terrorists here. We are not terrorists. We are not 
armed. 


Fifty-nine people have been reported killed in 
PKK-reiated violence in the southeast since the 
beginning of March, compared to 1 6 during the first 
quarter of last year. 

More than 2,000 people, including civilians and 
troops, have been killed since mid-)9S4 when the 
PKK launched its violent independence campaign 
in the region near Iran. Iraq and Syria. 

Ankara does not recognise Turkey's estimated 10 
million Kurds — about one-in-five of the country’s 
total population — as a minority and bans the use of 
Kurdish as an official language. 

The upsurge in violence started with the death of 
one person during wide-spread protests at the 
Nusaybin funerals of two PKK guerrillas killed by 
security forces. 

Hayri Kozakcioglu. the civilian regional gover- 
nor appointed by the government, said there was no 
collapse in confidence between the government and 
the people. 

“The people's support for the PK K is ::oi grow- 
ing. There is only a rise in tension triggered by inside 
and outsidedisruptiveforces." he told Reuters at his 
headquarters in the regional city of Diyarbakir, 900 
fcm (560 miles) from Ankara.

Harvard, 
or Yale. 


Responsibility 

The responsibility lies with parents to make their 
children realise that with education they also have to 
educate themselves in development of contemporary, 
socio-economic political process. It is imperative to 
make them realise that school is a place through which 
they have to pass before entering into fife, but training 
there alone docs not prepare them for a life or ensures 
successful careers. 


Nowadays, schools and colleges do not invariahly 
impart cultural literacy. The result is: cultural 
illiterarj'’ w hk h leads to losing the top slots in the 
multi-disciplinary field offinanceand business to other 
competitors who might bejust as skilful as you. 

For example: During your interview lor a computer 
management sales job with IBM, the director-in- 
charge for hiring says. “The position requires a person- 


Howmuch should you know to bea cultural literate? 
You really don't have to know much to be culturally 
literate and get in on the good life. Often you just have 
to have heard die name. “Lee faococa," for example; 
Somebody says laococa, all you have to know is — 
famous financial CEO of Ford Motors who took over 
Chrysler from the brink of Chapter 1 1 bankruptcy 
back to roaring business success in America — that is 
enough! 

“Einstein." for example; Somebody says Einstein, 
what you have to know is — father of modem physics: 
maths genius who expounded the theory of relativity. 
You really don't have to understand Einstein theory or 
MC-squaired. 

You can be ignorant about Aids, Contras, aparth- 
eid, Start, and get all the way to the top. but let people 
see that the names lea ve you mystified and you wiU stili 
be sitting on an obscure desk as a junior employee all 
your life swatting flies. 

To make a breakthrough, you got to have the 
knowledge required to stay culturally literature. You 
have to constantly immerse yourself into the flux of 
knowledge through -a serious well-co-ordinated 
programme of intensive varied reading. 

Cultural ‘■illiteracy'’ is deadly for poor societies 
where access to wide range of reading is limited. This 
has to be overcome by routinely visiting public libraries 
and putting some solid daily input into learning and 
polishing self-presentation. There is nothing more 
rewarding than knowing about the lot. 

Concerted parental efTorts aimed at combining 
academic skills widt cultural literacy would gradually 
make studen is of the developing world real tse that they 
still have the window of opportunity open for them and 
can maintain a competitive edge with graduates of 
prestigious Ivy League colleges. 

The above effort will also help in curbing tbe brain 
drain of developing world's best upcoming talent to the 
developed countries. The education planners should 
not discount that tbe organised crime of cheating also is 
an efficient cool of transfer of human potential which 
could bedomestically trained and used. The need of the 
dav is that a pattern of system should be evolved 
whereby academic skills andcultural literacy should be 
simultaneously emphasised. The pursuit orprc'itigkm* 
degree^ should be subordinated to a«.o-jiring 
knowledge through honest and fair means!

(Agencies): Egypt 
G denied yesterday developing an 
atomic bomb and defended Iraq 
against Western claims that it was 
involved in nuclear proliferation, but 
a senior Egyptian military strategist 
said Cairo needed the bomb for its 
security. 

Egyptian President Hosai 
Mubarak, dism issed press reports his 
country was developing nuclear 
weapons as a plot against Arab 
states. 

Mubarak, in a speech to senior 
military officers at Suez, some 75 
miles (120-kml cast of Cairo, also 
defended his country's Arab ally 
Baghdad: and said he was convinced 
that Iraqi leader Saddam Hussein 
was not looking to start a war with 
Israel. 

“(Mubarak) said be was taken by 
surprise abou( the press reports 
claiming Egypt is developing an 
atomic bomb," Egypt's official Mid- 
dle Easi news agency reported. "He 
dismissed these reports as part of a 
campaign to pressure Arab states, 
cause friction between nations in the 
region, and provoke world opinion 
against Arabs." 

Gen. Nabil Ibrahim 
Ahmad, a senior Egyptian military 
strategist, was quoted in the 1990

Israel launched its second 
experimental satellite on Tuesday, 
and Arab repons said it was a 
miliwrv reconnaisunce probe. US 
officialsconfirmcd last year that Iraq 
tested a rocket capable of lifting a 
.satellite into orbit, but experts «iid its 
technology was still far behind Israel. 

Arab diplomats claimed that 
Egypt.

A Palestinian source told 
Reuters that Frenchwoman 
Jacqueline Vaknfe, 31, her Bel- 
gian boyfriend Fernand Houtek- 
lds, 42. and ibeir baby Sony 
Houtekins who was bora in cap- 
tivity, would be freed in the next 
few days. 

“I am glad to announce that our 
group has agreed to respond to the 
appeal of leader Muammar Khad- 
dafi, “said 1 Valid KbaJed, spokes- 
man of Abu Nidal's Fatah 
Revolutionary Cotsidl < FRC) in a 
statement released in Beirut. 

The statement left unclear the 
fate of four Belgians kidnapped 
with Valente and Houtekins in 
November 1987 from a yacht in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

Nor did it mention another baby 
whom the FRC has said was born 
to Valente and Houtekins a few 
months ago. Sony was born about 
two years ago. 

The FRC said on Thursday that 
it was bolding contacts to arrange 
the release of all the hostages 
seized from the yacht. 

Khaled said “contacts and 
arrangements were under way** to 
release Valente, Houtekins, and 
Sony, but did not say when they 
would be freed. 

The Libyan-backed FRC has 
said its captives are Jewish spies. 

They are believed to be held 
either in Lebanon or Libya. The 
Palestinian source said the three 
hostages to be released would 
probably surface somewhere 
other dun Beirut. 

The FRC, described by the 
United States government as the 
world's most dangerous terrorist 
group, is drought to be behind a 
string of attacks against Israelis, 
Europeans and Gidf Arab states, 
including the attempted lulling of 
Israel’s ambassador to London in 
1982. 

In one of tbeir most violent 
attacks, Abu NidaPs guerrillas 
assaulted Rome and Vienna air- 
ports in 1986, killing 17 people. 

The fate of the FRC*s hostage is 
thought to have little bearing on 
that of 17 Westerners missing and 
believed bdd hostage in Lebanon 
by pro-Iranian groups. 

Apart from the three to be 
released, die captives seized from 
the yacht were VaJente'stwoteen- 
aged daughters, Houtekins* 
brother Emmanuel, 44, his wife 
Godelieve Kets, 39, and their two 
children Valerie, 18, and Laurent, 
19. 

The Libyan leader urged 
Muslims on Wednesday to adhere 
to the "noble Islamic values which 
affirm the honour and humanity of 
man and the non-taking* of 
innocent hostages.

OCCUPIED Jerusalem. April 7, (Agencies): A 
Palestinian teenager died yesterday during protests 
around a Gaza Strip mosque whose doors were 
welded shut by (he Israelis army. Palestinians said he 
was shot by soldiers but Israel said he felt from a 
nearby roof. 

A Jewish seminary student was slabbed and 
wounded in .Arab East Jerusalem. 

Palestinian sources said Ali Suleiman Irbaye. 15. 
was shot in the chest and killed when troops disper- 
sed Arabs uho had broken into a mosque in Khan 
Younis refugee camp in (he Gaza Strip to hold their 
Friday prayers. 

The army welded shut the mosque's doors on 
T uesday after activists flew the Palestinian flag from 
it. Ten Palestinians were wounded in yesterday's 
clash, the sources said. 

The army confirmed the circumstances of the 
clash but said Irbaye died when his skull was frac- 
tured after he fell from the roof of a house while 
protesting. 

The dispute over the circumstances of lrbaye's 
death left the death toll in a 28-month-old Palestin- 
ian revolt against Israeli occupation of the 
territories at 638 Arabs killed by Israelis. 

Palestinians have killed 198 fellow Arabs, most on 
suspicion of helping Israeli security forces, and 44 
Jews have been killed. 

Troops used tear gas and rubber bullets to dis- 
perse stone-throwers in Jelazoun refugee camp in 
the West Bank when a clash erupted during the 
funeral of Mustafa Al Jam. 16, one of two persons 


killed by troops on Thursday . Palestinians said. 

In Jerusalem, police said Daniel Rubens, an 
armed 35-year-old Jewish seminary student, was 
slabbed in ihe back while pushing his infant son in a 
stroller inside the v .died Old City . 

Rubens was in stable condition in hospital, police 
said. His assailant escaped and police arrested 80 
Palestinians for questioning. 

The last Israeli stabbed in the Old City was a 
woman soldier attacked in January . 

Israeli security sources said the army arrested 
Sheikh Bassam Jarrar of El Bireh village in the West 
Bank on Thursday on suspicion of being a leader of 
the Israeli-outlawed Islamic resistance movement, 
known by the Arabic acronym Hamas. 

Jarrar. a prominent West Bank figureandlecturer 
at a teachers' training college in Ramallah. has been 
jailed without trial twice since the outbreak of the 
Palestinian revolt. 

.Also yesterday. 10 Israeli peace activists chained 
themselves symbolically lo the five-metre (yard) tall 
fence around the dheishe Palestinian refugee camp 
near Bethlehem. The activists carried signs saying 
“lift your oppression from dheishe" and "don'i be 
afraid, we are with you." 

The army installed the high fencing to stop camp 
residents from stoning the cars of Jewish settlers 
who pass on a nearby road. 

Meanwhile. Israel radio reported that Sheikh 
Bassam El Sharah, a spiritual leader of Islamic 
groups in the occupied West Bank, was detained by 
security forces in a raid on his home near Ramallah.

PLO leader in secret 
contact with Israelis 

ROME. April 7. (AP): PLO leader Yasser Arafat said yesterday that he had 
secret contacts with' Israeli leaders to discuss the Middle East peace process and 
ihe uprising in ihe Israeli-occupied territories. 

Arafat made the disclosure in an interview with Italy's state-owned Rain 
Television broadcast several hours after the Palestinian leader held his third 
meeting in eight years with Pope John Paul II. 

Asked whether he had had secret, high-level contact wiih Israel. Arafat 
replied. “Yes. there is. There are many contacts between the Palestinian and 
Israeli leadership. For example, (former Israeli Defence Minister Yitzhak > 
Rabin sent an emissary with a message for me. Even (Prime Minister Yitzhak) 
Shamir did so." 

There have been rumours of contact between Israeli aad PLO leaders but they 
had not been previously confirmed. Israel has banned talks with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. 

Shamir dismissed Science Minister EzerWeitzman from Israel's inner cabinet 
last December for having contacts with the PLO. 

Arafat said yesterday he is waiting to sec if a new Israeli government headed 
by Labour Party leader Shimon Peres “is disposed to open a dialogue with the 
Palestinians, or not." 

The 60-year-old PLO leader spoke at a news conference summing up his two- 
day official \ isil lo Rome during which he won support from Italian government 
and political party leaders for a European initiative to persuade Israel to open 
peace negotiations. 

Pope John P^ul told Arafat he supported a Palestinian homeland in a 20- 
minutc meeting yesterday which touched off strong protests from international 
Jewish organisation. 

The Pope supports both a Palestinians homeland and Israel's right to exist 
within secure borders, but recognises neither Israel nor the Palestinian stale 
declared in 1988. 

Meeting the PLO leader on the last day of his controversial visit to Italy and 
the Vatican, the Pope called for "mutual understanding, (and) respecL for each 
other’s rights and fears” between Israelis and Palestinians. 

He told Arafat negotiations should “bring an end to suffering and let each 
people live in peace. 'freedom, dignity, and tranquility in their own homeland, 
open to collaboration with the other peoples of the region.” 

The International Jewish Committee on Inter-religious Consultations 
ilJCIC) has condcmend Arafat’s “curriculum," and told the Vatican the 
audience threatend to open a new rift in Jewish-Calholic relations. 


President Herzog throws his support behind public campaign for electoral reform 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. April 7, 
(AP): President Chaim Herzog yesterday 
threw his support behind a growing 
public campaign for electoral reform, 
expressing solidarity with army reserve 
officers who are staging a hunger strike 
to push for change. ^ 

Yesterday, al least 70.000 Israelis had 
signed petitions demanding a change in 
ihe country's electoral system. A wide 
range of political, religious and student 
organisations urged iheir members to 
attend a protest rally in Tel Aviv today. 

“The momentum is enormous," said 
political science professor Ehud Spnn- 


jzk. organiser ol the campaign in 
occupied Jerusalem. “We are trying to 
galvanise it into a huge political 
movement." 

The protests came as the left-leaning 
Labour Parly tried to form a ruling coali- 
tion, and ihe rival right-wing Likud bioc 
moved to torpedo Labour's efforts. 

Critics have accused both Labour and 
Likud of using offers of gcv emmciit 
money and political jobs (o entice small 
ultra-orthodox political factions io one 
side or the other. 

Labour leader Shimon Peres announ- 
ced earlier this week that he had pul 


together a majority in I he 12lJ.mcp.jher 
Parliament, but he would not idcMily his 
backers. Israel radio reported that 
Labour has signed a deal with Ukud 
defector Avraham Sharir. a former tour- 
ism minister. 

Yesterday, Labour reportedly tried to 
persuade four wavering Sharir associates 
to also abandon Likud. Peres has offered 
one of the associates. Economics Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Modai. ihe key Finance 
Ministry in a Labour government, the 
radio said. 

Modai sought offers from Peres after 
several Likud leaders refused his 


demands fora S2.5 million bank guaran- 
tee to back to the party's promise to make 
him a Likud cabinet minister. 

Also yesterday, three small left-wing 
parties courted by Peres demanded that a 
Labour government lift some of the 
harsh measures imposed by the army to 
crush the 27-month Palestinian uprising. 

Leaders of Mapam. Shinui and the 
Citizens Rights Movement met with 
Labour's No. 2. Yitzhak Rabin, to push 
the demands, Israel radio said. As 
defence minister in Ihe government that 
collapsed March 1 5. Rabin was in charge 
of putting down the uprising. 


The calls for reforming Israel's elec- 
toral system included demands for direct 
election of the prime minister and for 
having voters cast ballots for candidates 
instead of party slates. 

The reformers complain ihe current 
method does not make those elected 
accountable to voters.

Carter is 
free to do 
his thing, 
says Bush 

WASHINGTON. April 7. 
(Reuter): US President George 
Bush yesterday took a neutral 
stance on former president 
Jimmy Carter’s meeting with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat this 
week and again urged Israel to 
enter peace negotiations with 
Palestinian representatives. 

Carter, who met Arafat in 
Paris on Wednesday, “was not 
acting with the blessing of. nor 
disapproval of. or anything else, 
of the administration”. Bush 
said when asked about the meet- 
ing at a convention of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

Bush said that his Democratic 
predecessor, who has often con- 
sulted with the While House on 
foreign policy mailers, acted on 
his own and that he knew noth- 
ing about the meeting. 

“Certainly, he as a former 
president should be free to do his 
th i ng and tha t's exactly what he's 
doing,” Bush said. 

Although he denied a repor- 
ter's suggestion that the adminis- 
tration was seeking to link aid lo 
Israel to its willingness to 
negotiate with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 
the President again urged the 
Jewish state to agree to a peace 
plan devised by Secretary of 
Slate James Baker. 

The Baker plan calls for 
negotiations involving Israel and 
Palestinian representatives on an 
Israeli proposal for elections in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza. 

“What I would like Israel lodo 
is to meet under the Baker plan 
and discuss peace," he said. 
“Nobody has tied any aid into 
that... I have no intention of 
tying aid into it.” 

Bush said the Unued States 
had assured the Jewish state "in 
detailed negotiations" that it 
would not be compelled to talk 
with PLO officials under the 
Baker plan. 

Earlier yesterday, in a meeting 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze, Bush 
pressed Moscow to let Jewish 
emigres fly directly to Israel from 
the Soviet Union. 

An agreement calling for 
direct flights between the Soviet 
Union and Israel was supposed 
to go into effect earlier this year. 
But the Kremlin, bowing lo pres- 
sure from Arab countries which 
complained that Soviet emigres 
were being resettled in occupied 
territory, has declined in 
implement the pact.

A slump in lhc yen against the 
dollar and a sleep drop in Tokyo 
share prices have raised expecta- 
tions of an international package 
to support the beleaguered 
Japanese currency.

The Group of Seven nations 
have been trying to co-ordinate 
economic policies since a cam- 
paign in September 1 985 to push 
the dollar lower as a way or 
reducing the US trade deficits.

April 7.iUPIi: In 
an event not nearly us publicised 
as Lithuania, but perhaps just as 
important to Soviet President 
Mikhail Gorbachev's future, 
Soviet oil workers are proposing 
to sell oil directly on foreign 
markets to buy food and other 
goods. 

Jn a recent issue of tbe weekly 
newspaper Moscow- News, 
Siberian oil workers "proposed 
that the work collectively take

and sell it domestically and 
abroad at negotiated prices with- 
out paying anything to the slate 
budget.” 

The workers said they would 
use the hard, foreign currency to 
buy food and manufactured 
goods, said Robert Ebel. former 
US government intelligence 
analyst, now vice-president of 
Enserch Corp. in Washington, 
DC. said Monday. 

In the last ten days, the oil 
workers have complained in 
another Soviet journal, Rabo- 
chaya Tribuna, -that they 
produce the nation's, oil and 
don’t receive any benefit, the 
analyst said. 

He noted, however, the work- 
ers said, “This is not an 
ultimatum.” 

Ebel. who closely monitors the 
Soviet oil industry, said, “Gor- 
bachev is in a difficult situation, 
similar to Lithuania." 

"If you give in to the oil work- 
ers, the line forms on the left," 
Ebel said. 

He noted the Soviet leader had 
already set a precedent that may 
come back to haunt him by gran- 
ting concessions to striking 
Soviet coal miners last fall. 

The oil workers feel they have 
gotten little in return for their 
efforts over the years. 

Oil is provided lo the state for 
23 roubles, or about $4 or 5 a 
barrel, a fraction of what it 
would obtain onworld oil mark- 
ets, the analyst said. 

The complaint in Moscow 
News was voiced by the Nizh- 
nevartovsk group of oil workers’ 
Collective, which pumps about 2 
million barrels of the Soviet 
Union's 12.5 million barrels 
daily production, ihe world's lar- 
gest.

Windmere wins $100m

$100 million lo Windmere Corp. 
in an antitrust suit charging that 
the Dutch company NV Philips 
had monopolised the rotary 
shaver market. 

The verdict came in a counter- 
claim by Windmere against 
Philips and its subsidiary North 
American Philips Co., makers of 
the Norelco shaver. Philips had 
initially filed suit in the case 
against Windmere, charging 
unfair competition. 

The jury cleared Windmere on 
that charge, accepting the US 
company's contention that 
Philips had attempted lo mon- 
opolise the market through 
predatory pricing in violation of 


the Sherman act. 

"We're very pleased with lhc 
jury's verdict." said Du\ id Fried- 
son, president and chief 
executive officer of Windmere. 
"We’re going lo have a good 
party." 

The jury awarded Windmere 
S29.8 million, which is trebled 
automatically under the Sher- 
man act to 589.6 million. The

Slack job market 


WASHINGTON, April 7. 
(Reuter): The US economy looks 
to have fallen back into a rut as its 
burst of growth earlier this year 
has proven to be as short-lived as 
the warm winter weather it was 
founded on, private economists 
said yesterday. 

They said that yesterday’s 
news of a slack job market last 
month dispelled lingering hopes 
that the economy was picking up 
and increased pressure on the US 
Federal Reserve to cut interest 
rates to spur the economy. 

“The figures square with the 
economy being in a recession on 
the manufacturing side and 
growing slowly on the services 
side,” said Allen Sinai, chief 
economist for Boston Co. 

Despite the addition of 
thousands of census workers 
hired by the government to con- 
duct its 1 O-year-popuia tion 
count, total payrolls excluding 
agricultural workers grew by 
only 26.000 last month after a 
revised 356.000 gain in February. 

That was the weakest monthly 
pace of new-job creation since 
1986 and overshadowed news of 
a dip in the unemployment rate 
to 5.2 percent from 5.3 j 
March.

The news sparked an 
immediate rise in US bond and 
stock markets on hopes oflower 
US interest rates, but prices fell 
back later as traders reassessed 
the significance of the data. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Index dosed about four points 
lower on Friday at 2717. US 
bond prices were little changed . 

Economists said the jobless 
data, the first official look at 
activity in March, painted a pic- 
ture of an economy chugging 
along at a low ebb, but not one 
poised fora sudden downturn. 

Although the increase in 
payrolls was smaller than expec- 


ted, economists said the slow- 
down was natural after construc- 
tion and other firms took advan- 
tage of a warraer-th an -normal 
winter to hire more workers 
earlier this year. 

“January and February were 
distorted by weather. March 
represented the payback,” said 
Douglas Schindewolf of Smith 
Barney, Harris Upham and Co 
Inc. 

But that explanation might 
not hold water with the Bush 
administration which is worried 
thatsiowercconomicgrowth will 
swell the government budget 
deficit by pushing up spending 
and cutting tax revenues. 

“Thank God we have a grow- 
ing economy.” President George 
Bush told newspaper editors here 
on Friday. "The (.budget deficit) 
problem would be a lot worse if 
we didn't.” 

David Jones, senior economist 
with Aubrey Lanston and Co in 
New York, said the administra- 
tion might increase its “arm- 
twisting” to persuade the Central 
Bank to make credit easier. 

That could mean that Fed 
chairman Alan Greenspanmight 
find himself the odd man out at 
this weekend’s meeting in Paris 
of economic policymakers from 
major countries in holding out 
against a US rate cut. 

While the Bush administra- 
tion wants lower US interest 
rates to ensure continued US 
economic growth, other nations, 
particularly Japan, want an 
easier US monetary policy to 
help rein in the dollar.

WASHINGTON, April 7, (AP): 
The price tag on the savings and 
loan bailout could hit a mind- 
boggling $500 billion if the US 
economy falters, congressional 
auditors said yesterday in then- 
bleakest assessment of the thrift 
crisis yet. 

The General Accounting 
Office said it would cost the 
government at least $325 billion 
to close or sell failed savings ins- 
titutions. That's greater than the 
Pentagon’s annual budget. 

But even the new projection, a 
sharp 26 percent higher than the 
257 billion estimated offered by 
the GAO only five months ago. is 
optimistic, said comptroller gen- 
eral Charles A. Bowsher, who 
heads the GAO. 

“It could easily become a $400 
billion problem and it might even 
hit as high as 500 billion, or half a 
trillion dollars, if you get the 
economy working against you,” 
Bowsher told the Senate banking 
committee. 

His testimony at a sparsely 
attended hearing challenged the 
Bush administration's conten- 
tion that regulators have enough 
money for now and a reassess- 
ment can wait until after this 
year’s congressional elections. 

Bowsher called on Treasury 
Secretary Nicholas F. Brady ana 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp 
Chairman L. William Seidman, 
who is administering the bailout, 
to “develop proposals to provide 
the additional funds.” 

Sen. Donald W. Riegle Jr., the 
committee chairman, said he 
would ask the administration to 
respond at the hearing next 
month.

The GAO’s new estimate 
includes interest payments 
spread over 40 years, but the bulk 
of the 325 billion will be needed 
during the 1 990s. Taxpayers will 
have to pick up most of the $68 
billion increase, Bowsher said. 
That likely would push their 
share of the total above 200 
billion, with the savings and 
loans industry [laying the rest. 

“We are looking here at a 
-huge, number as far as what the 
American taxpayer is going to 
have to pay,” he said. 

The administration had plan- 
ned to spend $50 billion to cover 
losses in savings and loans that 
fail through 1992, but Bowsher 
said it would need at least 13 
billion more. 

The nation's 2,800 savings and 
loans are banks that make per- 
sonal and mortgage loans. Due 
to adverse economic circumstan- 
ces and mismanagement, hun- 
dreds of them got into financial 
difficulties in recent years. The 
13,000 US commercial banks, 
which -primarily make business 
loans, were largely unaffected by 
the crisis. 


Complete results will not come 
quickly, “but they can and they 
must come,” Bush said. “Neither 
the Japense consumer nor the 
American people would be con- 
vinced that progress is at hand 
until they see concrete results.” 

US official said the trade 
agreement’s main beneficiaries 
would be “Japanese consumers, 
who now have to pay 40 per cent

In Tokyo, Kaifu said his 
nation must bear the pain of the 
measures promised to open its 
markets. 

“It is my conviction, however, 
that they are essential in further- 
ing Japan's own national interest 
and that they are the kind of 
duties Japan must discharge as a 
responsible member of the inter- 
national community,” Kaifu 
said in a nationally televised 
speech. 

Stephen Bosworth, executive 
director of US-Japao foundation 
and a former state department 
official, noted that the agreement 
“is a statement of intent, and 
confirming action is going to be 
required by the Japanese diet.” 

Neverthless. Bosworth called 
thepactas“asignificantmoveon 
the part of the two governments 
and certainly demonstrates the 
seriousness of the Japanese 
government.” 

In four days of talks in 
Washington, Japan promised 
changes in six areas economic 
and legal areas that contribute to 
the US trade deficit. 

The Japanse promised to try to 
mop up their enormous savings 
— now partially directed toward 
investments overseas— byinves- 
ting more in their own infrastruc- 
ture. 

Private economists said that 
US engineering and construction 
companies could benefit from 
the provisions that should allow 
them to compete for massive 
public works projects in Japan. 

Japan's rapid {growth is fast 
outstripping its infrastructure 
and the country is in dire need of 
new roads, airports, harbour and 
other public works, said Robert 
Gay, senior economist at Mor- 
gan Stanley and Co.

Investors bracing for a new round 

Markets show mixed trend despite upbeat thoughts 


NEW YORK. April 7, /AP;: Stock- 
market investors are bracing for a 
new round of negative earnings news 
over the next few weeks as corpora- 
tions post results for the first quarter 
of 1990. 

But if the suspicions of some 
analysts prove correct, the gloomy 
mood that has prevailed in the earn- 
ings outlook for most of the past year 
could begin to brighten in the months 
ahead. 

Their hopes are based, to a great 
decree, on recent signs that business 
activity is slowly pulling out of its 
recent slowdown, apparently having 
staved ofT a full-scale recession. 

‘*It is more likely than not that we 
are passing the low point h) corporate 
profits,” asserts Michael Sherman, 
investment strategist at Shearson 
Lehman Hutton Inc. 

In the last half of 1989, by Sher- 
man's reckoning, operating earnings 
for the companies that make up Stan- 
dard and Poor's 500-stock composite 
index showed an average decline of 
four per cent. 


Shearson estimates that the quar- 
ter ended March 31 will see a 5.7 per 
cent drop from the like period last 
year, to be followed by a two per cent 
shortfall in the second quarter. 

But after that, the firm projects 
small gains in the third quarter, per- 
haps quickly expanding to record 
levels as 1990 comes to a close. If they 
follow such a script, profits could 
Gnisb the year with a small net gain 
over 1989. 

“Corporate America has not 
thrown in the rowel on 1990,” says 
Stephen Roach, economist at the 
investment banking firm of Morgan 
Stanley and Co. 

“That's a bold assertion, to say the 
least, but one that draws ample sup- 
port from what is shaping up to be a 
pleasant surprise . on corporate 
profits. 

“We have long maintained that a 
resilient American consumer will 
provide solid support to the US econ- 
omy in 1990. And now it seems as if 
the business sector will follow suit.” 

The prospective timing of any up- 


swing in profits is the subject of much 
disagreement. “An earnings pickup 
will be delayed ’till late 1990’,” 
argues Thomas Doerflinger at Pain- 
ewebber Inc. 

But for next year be projects a 13 
per cent improvement from 1990 
levels. “This forecast implies that the 
Fed will successfully engineer an 
anti- inflationary ‘soft landing,’ ” be 
says. 

Despite such upbeat thoughts, the 
stock market managed only a mixed 
showing in the past week. The Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials rose 
9.91 to 2,717 JZ 

The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index slipped .07 to 
185.78: the Nasdaq composite index 
for the over-the-counter market fell 
4.64 to 430.90, and the American 
Stock Exchange market value index 
was down .74 at 361.01. .. 

Volume on the big board averaged 
143.97 million shares a day, against 
132.31 million the week before. •" - 

For the immediate future, one 
point of particnlar concern for many 


analysts is earnings in the banking 
industry. 

Entangled as they are in many of 
the debt problems the economy is 
grappling with — ranging from junk 
bonds and Third World loans to real 
estate — the banks nerw face what 
looks like a long period of exacting 
scrutiny by federal regulators look- 
ing into their lending practices.

US automakers and oil companies begin joint research to evaluate wide range of fuels 


DEARBORN, Michigan, April 7, (UPI): The 
United States* big three automakers and 14 oil 
companies on Thursday officially began a massive 
joint research effort to evaluate a wide range of fuels 
for use in both current and future vehicles. 

During a ceremony at Ford Motor Co's testing 
labs in Dearborn, Michigan, representatives from 
automakers and oil companies said data should 
start becoming available as early as this summer to 
determine what benefits, if any, such fuels have to air 
quality. 

The auto/oil air quality improvement research 


programme is virtually the first of its kind between 
General Motors Corp., Chrysler Corp. and Ford as 
allowed under pre-competitive guidelines of anti- 
trust law. 

It also involves major oil companies , among them 
Exxon, Shell Oil Co., Arco, Chevron Corp., Sun 
Co., Texaco Inc, and BP America Inc. 

The programme, whose results will be made 
available to ail interested parties, is also viewed as a 
signal from the auto and oil industries Lo clean air 
legislators in Washington that much has yet to be 
learned about alternative fuels before any. mass 


manufacturing commitments can be made. . 

“We want to be ready with scientific data on 
which the country can base its air quality strategy,” 
said Helen O. Petrauskas, Ford’s vice president of 
environmental and safety engineering.

Some people in vital jobs — like airline pilots and hospital doctors — are putting lives at risk because of 
irregular sleep patterns , says an expert . He tells Faith Mall why he believes the problem may also have 
caused tragedies. 


TRAGEDIES like the Chrr 
nobyl nuclear leak may have 
happened because of... someone 
not getting enough sleep. 

And lack of proper rest could 
have caused other major catas- 
trophes, according to sleep 
expert Dr Jim Horne. 

Under stress, people's sleep 
itteras are disrupted and (his 
Is to poor performance at 
work. “That’s when wrong 
decisions are made.” Dr Home 
told me. 

“Employees who played key 
roles may nave been affected by 
this,” 

Sleep problems can have 
bizarre side-effects, too. 
“Someone who couldn’t sleep 
tried to strangle his wife in bed 
because he was under so much 
stress," said Dr Home, director 
of the Sleep Research laboratory 
at Loughborough University. 
Leicestershire. 

“And we found a woman who 
had high blood pressure because 
her sleep was disturbed by her 
husband’s snoring.” 

Along with other sleep 
experts. Dr Home has helped lo 
set up the British Sleep Society to 
study why some people can't 
always get their eight hours. 

Among the worst victims of 
sleep problems are hospital doc- 
tors and airline pilots. Dr Heme 
said: "Junior hospital doctors 
can work as many as 72 hours 
with only a few hours' steep. This 
can affect their judgement and 
pul patients' lives at risk. 

“Senior doctors were asked 
whether they thought their hours 
of duty were so long as to impair 
their ability to work with 
adequate efficiency. Out of the 
2,450 doctors asked, one third 
said working long hours without 
sleep always or often affected the 
way they did their job.” 

Dr Horne believes even a 
night's sleep and a day oft don't 
enable them to recover the sleep 
they have lost, so performance 
can still be bad. 

“Patients suffer because a 
sleepy, irritable doctor is unlikely 
to have much time to spend with 
the person, so the quality of care 
is poor,” he said. 

Airline pilots also suffer 
because they keep hopping inter- 
national time zones. “Their sleep 
pattern is completely disrupted. 
They don’t know whether they’re 
coming or going and this can 
affect critical judgements, put- 
ting passenger lives at risk.” 

Known as sleep disorder, the 
medical condition affects con- 



Docrorsare skilled 
centra lion during the day . "We 
have evidence that school pupils 
doing exams and people going 
for promotion have often flop- 
ped because of it,” said Dr 
Home. “They're simply not as 
alert as people who have had the 
proper quota of sleep.” 

But it is not just a question of 
how much sleep you have, pie 
type of sleep iscrudal. “A typical 
night's sleep is made up of light, 
dreaming and deep sleep,” said 
Dr Home. “Light sleep makes up 
more than over half, dreaming 
sleep a quarter and deep sleep the 
remainder. 

“As long as you have the right 
amount of dreaming and deep 
sleep, you should be ail right 
because you are getting quality- 
sleep. 

“Light sleep is less important 
and often, if you sleep for only a 
few hours, you can wake the next 
day feeling* fine if you’ve had a 
quality snooze. 

“That’s why you feel refreshed 
after a deep sleep and tired after a 
light sleep. The time of deepest 
sleep, w’hen the body and brain 
have almost shut down, is after 
midnight.” 

On a grim note, the most likely 
time of death is around 4 am 
while asleep, although staying 
awake can be pretty deadly tod! 
“Studies in America show that

the majority of car accidents take 
place between lam and 4 am. 
most of them caused by drivers 
falling asleep at the wheel,” said 
Dr Home. 

Railway accidents often hap- 


pen in the small hours too. 
"Emergency braking incidents 
on trains reach a peak between 
3am and 6am.” he said. 

"And in Sweden, out of 1,000 
train drivers interviewed, 1 1 per 
cent admitted dozing ofT at least 
once on every night trip.” 

Four major nuclear reactor 
accidents have also taken place in 
the early hours of the morning. 
Dr Home said: “A reactor at the 
Three Mile Island nuclear plant 
developed a fault at 4 am. proba- 
bly due to human error. Shift- 
workers failed to spot the fault 
for some time and wrong actions 
were taken and a disaster was 
?nly narrowly avoided. 

“The error was probably 
caused by sleepiness. Human 
mistake is believed to be the 
cause of Chernobyl, which again 


began at the critical time cf 1 .23 
am.” 

So can the body adapt to 
working at night? “If you give 
yourself a couple of weeks of 
uninterrupted night work while 
sleeping by day, your body clock 
will change and you’ll be quite 
alert at night. 

“But most people work nights 
for only a few shirts at a lime and 
even a weekend olT — of going 
back To your old sleeping habits 
— will change the body clock 
back." 

The first night on shifts is the 
worst. No sleep has been taken 
since the previous night, so most 
people become grouchy and 
behave irrationally. 

“So people doing dangerous 
or sensitive night work should be 
given undemanding work if 


accidents are to be avoided,” said 
Dr Home. “ But there is a type of 
sleeper who adapts better lo 
working at night — the ’owr.” 

Dr Home and fellow members 
of the British Sleq? Society 
believe everyone is either an owl 
ora lark. 

“Owls are evening types who 
are late risers and are most men- 
tally alen at around 1 0 pm. Larks 
are morning people. They get ujp 
early and have reached their 
mental peak b\ late morning. 

“Half the adult population are 
morning or evening types, the 
rest fall* somewhere in the mid- 
dle." 

But how do you tell one from 
the other. “Simple, J ust ask Lhem 
how they would cope with exer- 
cise or a brain leasing task at 
either 7 am or 10 pm. 

“Larks will be happy with the 
earlier lime but horrified at the 
thought of the evening time. 
Owls, on the other hand, will 
prefer to exercise both mind and 
body at 10 pm when they are 
more alert.” 

But why do both types feel the 
urge to have an afternoon nap? 
"Many people feel an overp- 
owering feeling of sleepiness in 
the early afternoon — drooping 
eyelids, eyes slowly rolling up 
and down and head falling for- 
wards. 

“This is because the body's 
clock is set to bring sleep twice a 
day. at night and in the early 
afternoon. That's why 
Europeans have siestas. An 
afternoon siesta will allow most 
adults to stay up later in the 
night. 

"But most people also believe 
food can cause afternoon drow- 
siness. And the bigger the lunch, 
the greater the sleepiness. This is 
probably caused by a rise in 
blood insulin levels after the 
meal.” 

Lunchtime drinking plays its 
pan, too. “Alcoholic drinks 
interact with the rhythm of sleep 
and that is why most people find 
that even one pint of beer or a 
double spirit at lunchtime has a 
noticeable effect." 

So what is the answer to after- 
noon sleepiness? Dr Home said: 
“Coffee can be helpful. So can 
mild exercise and a blast of cold 
airon the race. Or try a cat-napof 
about 1 5 minutes. 

“Otherwise sleep really sets in 
and you can wake up feeling 
groggy and far sleepier than you 
were to begin with.” 

One way or another, it seems 
you just can't beat eight hours of 
uninterrupted slumber. 


Gambling craze in Australia 

It’s never too hot to stop the game! 


KALGOORLIE, Australia, (Reuter): His 
weathered hand clasping a fist full of 
dollars, Dave Sheehan leans back against 
the hot tin wall ofhis two-up gambling ring 
in the middle of the Australian outback. 

In the centre of the ring it’s blistering 43 
degrees Centigrade (109 Fahrenheit) as his 
son Dave tosses two coins high into the air 

“It's never too hot to stop the game,” 
says Dave senior with a wry smile. 

Two- up is a game in which gamblers bet 
on how two old pennies from Australia's 
ire-decimal currency days will land after 
ang thrown into the air. 

The coins are placed on a piece of wood, 
one showing the “tail” side and one show- 
ing the “bead” side, and bets are placed on 
whether they will both land showing heads 
or tails. 

In Australia gambling is regarded as a 
national pastime, but in this mining town 
in the heart of the western Australian gold- 
fields. it's more akin to a religion. 

In 1983 when the two- up ring was briefly 
forced to close by police, one old-time 
player who died had his ashes scattered

oter the ring. Another at the turn of the 
century had his mates toss the pennies on 
his coffin before covering it with dirt. 

Situated in the middle of a hostile desert 
environment, not unlike Las Vegas. Kal- 
goorlie has always been driven by the lure 
of instant wealth. 

"This place is rotten keen on gambling,” 
said GcofFBrabazon. secretary of the Kal- 
gooriie- Boulder racing club. 

“It was founded by gamblers looking 
Tor gold and it’s never changed,” he said. 

Dave Sheehan and his four sons, plus a 
silent partner, run the Kalgoorlie bush 
two-up school seven km (four miles) north 
of the town. 

It’s and incongruous site — a large cir- 
cular tin shed with its roof cut out. 
surrounded by a fleet of cars and taxis in 
the middle of nowhere. 

As the temperature soars. Dave’s eldest 
son Bill rips a sheet of tin from the wall. 

“There, a bit of air-conditioning," he 
laughs, as a swirl of dust and heat wreaks 
havoc with the piles of 50 and 100 dollar 
bills around the ring. 


Despite its transient appearance the 
ring, which has operated in various loca- 
tions in and around Kalgoorlie since the 
late I SOOs when the town was the centre of 
the Australian Goldrush, is an institution. 

Tour buses turn off at the crudely-pain- 
ted tin sign declaring “two-up” and make 
the journey along the bumpy dirt tracks 
that lead tethering. 

But tourists are a minor distraction to 
Dave, whose calloused hands and gnarled 
feet testify to a lifetime in the goldfields, 
and the school’s hardy regulars, who often 
travel the 600 km (370 miles) from Perth 
fora week of gambling. 

Two-up is a serious game where tens of 
thousands of dollars can change hands in 
an afternoon. 

“1 wouldn’t try talking to the boys when 
they’re playing. Even I keep my mouth 
shut,” said Dave, who was quite happy to 
chat, having already lost 1,000 dollars 
(S750) and pulled out of the game. 

Dave became involved in running two- 
up after World War Two, and for 37 years 


played a cat and mouse game with local 
police. 

He would drive around town picking up 
players in his red Chevy and then head into 
the bush, while police would climb the 
local clock tower to follow his dusty path 
with binoculars. 

“I've been pinched a few times,” he said 
laconically. “No matter where we went 
they seemed to find us.” 

In 1983 the game was closed for a month 
and many old-time players died. 

“A lot of them lived alone in camps, 
either as widowers or bachelors, and the 
game gave them a sense of purpose." said 
Dave's youngest son Dan. 

“Maybe the two-up's demise added a 
morose note to their existence and gave 
some of them little will to live,” We said. 

When the game was finally legalised it 
found a permanent home at Brown Hill, an 
oddly named spot as there's not a hill in 
sight. 

Dave believes legality has improved the 
game'. '

Making the perfect golf club 

LON DON, ( LPS): Golfers will soon be unable to blame their 
dub when they make a hopeless stroke.For scientists have 
been brought in to produce perfectly weighted clubs as an 
example of the new powers of computer-aided design. 

The new Calculus club is the outcome of collaboration 
between golf dub makers John Letters and Co. and a team of 
applied mathematicians from St Andrews University in 
Scotland. 

The University team has modelled the dynamics of the 
impact between club and ball, and mechanical engineers at 
Glasgow U ni versity, also in Scotland, have developed sophis- 
tical computer graphics to transfer the mathematicians' 
theoretical calculations into a design. 

Calculus has been designed to produce a “sweelspot” 
which moves uniformly along the face of the club from the toe 
for long irons to the heel for short irons. This is achieved by 
what is called optimised step weighting and gives the golfer a 
club that is ideally weighted for the particular stroke it is to be 
used for. 

Already Calculus dub sets have attracted more than 200 
advance orders and big interest is being showed by Japan, 
which is regarded as one of the biggest markets for such clubs. 

Although the research in to the dynamics of golf clubs was 
privately funded, it was also backed financially by the 
European Economic Community as part of project looking 
into the longterm possibilities Tor computer-aided design and 
manufacture in Scotland. The St. Andrews team hopes the 
EEC funding will now be extended to allow further research 
into aspects of golf club design. (LPS)

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Sherlock Holmes returns 
to Baker Street ‘museum 


# LONDON. (Reuter): Britain's mosi celebrated detective is 
about to make his return to his densely -furnished Vic- 
tonan lodging at 22 IB Baker St reel, Ukt. has been 
converted into a Sherlock Holmes museum 

Abiow 100 years after Sir Arthur Oman Dosle div 
posed of his hero in the aptly titled the final problem. 
London en treprencur John Aidinianty/ is putting the final 
touches to the three-storev building which open its doors 
on March 27. 

I wasn l even a Sherlock Holmes fan but I got the idea 
for the museum last April when I read that bis rooms were 
locals at number 22 1 B. quite near my office." Aidmianu 
told Reuters. 

The thousands oflctters that arrive in London each year 
from Holmes fans around the world have traditionally 
been directed to the Abbey National Loan and Savings 
Institution whose headquarters occupv 21 5 to 229 Baker 
Street. 

Correspondents receive in reply a letter informing them 
that H olmes has retired to Sussex, where he spends his time 
“reviewing the records of his cases and keeping bees.” 

"That almost put a damper on my plans." Aidiniantz 
said. “I couldn't very well ask Abbey to move." 

But after some research at the local library . he learned 
that the numbers had been given to Abbey in 1930. 

“1 obtained maps of the area as it was during Holmes's 


day and found th.it by counting the buildings north from 
Oxford Street. 22IB would have corresponded to a 175- 
\ car-old Georgian house a lew doors up from the Abbey.” 
he said 

The building, a lodging house in Victorian limes, has 
been vacant since 2 9.vj due to a structural fault in the hack 
wall. 

Aid imam? advertised for backing in Country Life, a 
magazine read by Brilai.. s landed centry, and a titled lady 
— who insists on anonymity - came forwards with help 
from a banker friend w ho agreed (o provide a mortgage on 
the building. 

"It was wonderful." he said. “Thanks to her help I got 
my money in 1 5 minutes." 

The museum purports to be a replica of the lodgings 
occupied by the detective, his companion Dr. Watson and 
their housekeeper Mrs Hudson- - including thecelehrated 
17 steps up to Holmes's rooms noted in the firsi Conan 
Doyle story, a study in scarlet. 

"Everything in the museum will be as Conan Doyle 
portrayed it in his stories," Aidiniantz said. 

There will even be a wax model of Holmes seated at his 
window — with a bullet hole through his forehead, a 
replica of the decoy the detective used to trap the infamous 
Colonel Sebastian Moran in the empty house.

Mississippi Masala tackles inter-racial tensions 


NEW YORK, (WNL): There is a deep 
glow in her dark eves. A laugh, a smtle. a 
loss of the head and she’s a lively teenager. 
A reflective frown and she’s an intense, 
thoughtful woman. Vibrant yet serene. 
Indian film-maker Mita Nair exudes a 
harmonious blend of toughness and sen- 
si liviiy, will-power and spontaneity. 

"The first thing that’s important in my 
work is that it has to Come from w ilhin me 
and satisfy something inside me." she 
explained in an interview at her New York 
production office. The Tame that came in 
the wake of her hugely successful first 
feature film Salani Bombay which was 
crowned by the Golden Camera award in 
1988 has in no way altered her open man- 
ner. 

At 32. Nair has u-on world-wide acclaim 
for her vivid portrayal of Bombay street 
urchins, but more important to llcr. she 
says is how ihe film was received in her 
native India. Ihe uncompromising real- 
ism of Saltim Bombay is a radical depariure 
from traditional Indian fare which serves 
up romantic epics to the tune of some Wmi 
movies a year. Salain Bombay played in 
theaters all over India and in major cities 
scored a "Silver Jubilee” a 25-week run "I 
did not accept that one had to underes- 
timate the audience in India I respect a lot 
of Indian commercial cinema Bui I find a 
lot of contemporary cinema is Jerivaied 
and plugerized. and not original - - copies 
from Western films and escapist staff." she 
said. 

Nair who came to the US on a Harvard 
University scholarship to study documen- 
tary-making in 1979 now divides her time 
fairjy evenly between New York and 
India, and so far, all her work, four 
documentaries and Salani Bombay was 
shot in India. "In a very primary w ay. I feel 
my inspiration has been India!" she says, 
although she admits that living between 
two cultures has not always been easy. 
"Initially, it was very hard and confusing, 
and I used that confusion in my work." she 
adds, though now she feels comfortable in 
this dual pattern. "Sometimes. I yearn to 
see all the seasons in one place, hut at this 


point in my life. I go w here my heart takes 
me. Its a kind of exhilaration. These are 
the pushes and pulls that 1 live with." 

"1 fee! very grounded and close to my 
culture: it gives me a Sot of strength to leap 
out and explore." says Nair, who grew up 
in Bhubaneswar, a histone town south of 
Calcutta in eastern India. Although she 
has become somew hat "Westernized.’' she 
says it has not really changed her relation- 
ship with people Ji home. "Indians are 
traditionally very prickly about that, but it 
works both ways. A number of creative 
people have first gained acceptance 
abroad and then been embraced at home 
On the ocher hand, if you’ve been abroad 
and returned to India to work, you are 
viewed in a much more caustic and critical 
way In the end. what I aspire to is to be 
judged by my work.” 

"I don't believe in. personality cults. " 
she addv "and i don't believe I'm doing 
anything hugely glamorous I am just a 
worker "like a person in a factory, but it's 
just a different medium. I could simply fail 
and fadeaway. It's a very lonely profession 
sometimes. You just have to believe in 
whjt you do and like an insane person go 
after it.” 

H’s also a profession in which few 
women in India have yet succeeded, hut 
society is changing >asl In an earlier 
documentary entitled Children of Desired 
Sex Nair highlighted the traditional 
preference still ei^en to male children. "It 
is a paradoxical situation where we have 
many w omen who arc \ isibly successful, in 
positions of executive leadership. We have 
an increasingly large middle class and 
more and more women in the workforce. 

I n rural areas, w omen have always w orked 
much harder than men. at home and in 
agriculture. The paradox comes when 
traditions still favour male children and 
women at home are supposed to submit 
totally to ihe family .... A woman’s place in 
India is filled with contradictions.” she 
notes. 

Although Indian urban society is fast 
moving into the world of consumerism, 
says Nair. "fundamental change can only 


occur when rural India changes.” She 
expressed optimism and confidence in 
India's newly elected government headed 
by Prime Minister V~P. Smgh who she 
beheies is focusing on the problems of 
India's peasants -- still a majority of the 
country's 8 14 million people. 

Yet Nair expressed concern about 
increasing ethnic tensions and communal 
strife, especially in (he regions of Kashmir 
and Punjab where religious conflicts have 
brought n state of civil war. "This is tearing 

our country span. It is the domino theory . 

one thing a'tTecis another .. . People had lost 
faith in the leadership." she says, referring 
to the government led by former Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi. "When you feel 
there is no center, you attempt to create 
your own." 

.Although it's a speciality of India to mix 
politics and the movie world — several 
film stars have risen lo high political office 
largely because of their huge popularity on 
the screen — Nair isn't tempted to join in. 
"They have a lot of money and publicity, 
but I think it is all about dreams and 
image." she comments. "It’s not me. I 
want to affect people the way I know how- 
to. through my work. Politics is a dirty 
business." 

Yet social and political issues often 
provide the seed for hercreu lions. "A lot of 
my inspiration comes from survivors 
people who survive against all odds, peo- 
ple who survive without sell-pity.” she 
explains. "But I don't find films that 
preach interesting because there is no ten- 
sion. no mystery; they don't do justice to 
the complexities inherent in the situation 
of people living on the margins of society ." 

In a new film project. Nair has decided 
to address another complex social issue, 
that of imer-raciai relationships and what 
she calls the "black, brown, while hierar- 
chy." Shooting is due to start in Septem- 
ber. and the plot will focus on an Indian 
family which is expelled from Idi Amin's 
Uganda after living there for 20 years. The 
family ends up in Mississippi, in the south- 
ern United States, home now to a large 
Indian community, where some wealthier 


relatives settled. 

Indians have been attracted to ihe 
southern US because of the warm ciimatc. 
and says Nair. many have done well there. 
Their success contrasts with the situation 
of the large black community whose peo- 
ple seemingly are resigned io their fate and 
have little drive to fight for success. “The 
surface is extremely deceptive. There are 
(still)deep inequalities in this society. Mis- 
sissippi is an extreme case of segregated 
America, ft is a situation of no-ex is t? psy- 
chologically, the young black people have 
not been allowed to 'dream. When you 
deprive an individual of the ability to 
aspire to anything, they ask themselves 
■What is the point'. 1 ’ ” 

"The black community has been there 
for 400 years, but it faces a struggle that is 
very real because it comes from inside. 
When there has been a cultural genocide 
on such a deep level, it i.'. hard to start 
again." 

In the South. Indians occupy an unusual 
position, says Nair: "The whiles like Lhe 
fact that the Indians are there, running the 
businesses, because they're not black: the 
blacks like the Indians because they arc 
brown brothers... and the Indians like the 
fact that the blacks exist because they can 
Ik* the underdogs.” 

In the film, the young daughter of the 
newly-arrived Indian 'family becomes 
involved with a young black who runs a 
carpet cleaning’ business. When their 
relationship is discovered the latent racial 
tensions explode. "The film is also about 
dislocation and the notion of home.” Nair 
says. "These arc things that are very per- 
sonal to me and very inspiring. Africa is 
very present in the film as the notion of 
home. Mythically, it is the black people's 
home, and it is also the home of the Indian 
girl, because she has never known India.” 

Unlike foi Salani Bombay! in which 
Nair relied mostly on non-professional 
actors - children ofiTt he streets - she will 
use professionals from India. Africa and 
black-Americans. She promises to draw 
also on the local population. 
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Echoing brutal reality of repression 
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TAIPEI, (CSM): In a mop-up of resis- 
tance. Chinese soldiers shove dissidents 
from a hideout and hustle them at 
bayonet-point to a mock tribunal and 
guick execution. 

** Though echoing a brutal reality on 
mainland China, this scene is flickering in 
cinemas here on Taiwan -today in the 
a ward- winning film A City of Sadness. 

But the “city” is not Beijing; any 
similarities in the film with the crackdown 
in China following the massacre Iasi June 
are coincidental. Instead, the movie 
focuses on the period surrounding the sys- 
tematic killing of Taiwan’s intelligentsia 
by the Nationalist regime in early 1947. 

Like the repression on the mainland, 
however, the film warns Taiwan that, des- 
pite its democratic reforms since 1987. 
communist China's authoritarian tradi- 
tions are still close at hand. The film also 
voices the concern among intellectuals 
that, in its intoxication over new wealth. 
Taiwan is neglecting an opportunity to 
assert an independent political identity. 
Without such a stand, Taiwan remains 
vulnerable to subjugation from the mam-, 
land, they believe. _.. . 

* Attempting to break from China s 
legacy of strongman rule, activists in 
Taiwan have called for a declaration of 
independence from China. Many of them 
have been jailed by the Nationalist regime 
for subverting its claim to represent all 


China. 

A City of Sadness bolsters the case for 
independence by reminding islanders how 
they have suffered this century under the 
rule of outsiders: first under Japan and 
then under the Nationalists who fled from 
communists on the mainland. 

Independence advocates believe 
Taiwan must mold a national identity now 
while Beijing is too preoccupied with 
unrest and economic hardship to launch 
an invasion. 

Islanders have apparently watched City 
of Sadness in record numbers not for 
political inspiration but for the thrill of 
dabbling in the ferment over ”2.'28." That 
date recalls the dashes between mainlan- 
ders and Taiwanese on Feb 28. 1947. which 
led to the slaughter of thousands of 
Taiwanese intellectuals. Just a few years 
ago discussions of the airodty could land 
Taiwanese in jail. 

Even the Nationalist regime has had to 
restrain its censors and join the applause 
since the film won the Premier Award at 
the Venice Film Festival in September and 
subsequent acclaim at the New York and 
Toronto film festivals. 

Despite its appeal here, the movie hasn’t 
jarred most islanders from political pas- 
sivity and from what some intellectuals call 
an obsession with new wealth. Although 
independence advocates did well in elec- 
tions on Dec 2, islanders who want to see 


Taiwan as a separate nation are a small 
minority, according to opinion polls. 

A City of Sadness shows the high costs of 
the greed and political indifference that 
intellectuals today believe prevents 
Taiwan from achieving nationhood. It 
shows how a small-town gangster family 
absorbed in selfish concerns becomes a 
ready victim for the abuse of foreign 
powers. 

The movie recounts the life of the Lim 
family during Taiwan’s spell of freedom 
between the withdrawal of Japan in 1945 
and the consolidation of Nationalist 
power in 1 949. Like Taiwanese society, the 
Lim family lacks courage and vision and 
fritters away a fleeting opportunity to 
improve itself. 

Two sons of the patriarch gangster are 
lost to the Japanese: One never returns 
from the war. and the other suiTers shell- 
shock. The two remaining sons are lost to 
mainlanders: one to a rival gang from 
Shanghai, and the youngest in the repres- 
sion under the Nationalists. 

In a celiblock scene the youngest son, 
Lim Wen-ching. personifies theposi lion of 
Taiwan in this century as impotent victim. 
The call lo a tribunal and possible execu- 
tion creeps up on the vast, solitary silence 
of Lim. an innocent deaf-mute. Slowly, 
with wide-eyed glances, he discerns from 
the lowered eyes of his cell mates that 


Nationalist soldiers have come for him. 

Although director Hou Hsiao-hsien 
rarely takes the camera off of the Lim 
family, the script is laced with lines that 
lament the political weakness in the 
surrounding society. "We’Tc so pathetic! 
First the Japanese abuse us. and now we're 

8 suing it from the mainlanders." says the 
raying, boarish Lim Wen-heung. the 
oldest son, who is shot dead by the don of a 
Shanghai gang. 

Also, in a rebuke to the lack of seminal 
patriotism today on Taiwan, a character 
extols the "heroic spirit and enthusiasm” 
during the Meiji period in Japan ( 1 868- 
1912). 

Referring to the Taiwanese today. Yang 
Kuo-Shu, a psychology professor at 
National Taiwan University, says. "Most 
people are primarily concerned about their 
stability and security; they feel they've 
gotten many of the material things they 
desire and iKey don't want to risk losing it” 
with a call for independence." 

Other observers note a die-hard tradi- 
tion of subservience to authoritarian rule. 
“Chinese are very submissive." says 
Antonio Chiang. a magazine publisher. 
“Even though the issue of '2. 28 came out 
in the film during the campaign for the 
(DEc 2) election, candidates and other 
people didn't act on it; they just left it 
alone,” he says.

We consume 1.5 billion 
cups of coffee per day

LONDON. (Reuter): Consider this with your mor- 
ning cup of coffee. 

The widely consumed beverage may or may not 
give you heart disease, may protect you from some 
cancers but may cause others, might lower your 
cholesterol level' unless decaffeinated, in which case 
it might raise it. could be linked to diabetes in 
children and might stimulate sex drive and fertility. 

All of these findings have been reported in recent 
months, often met with a chorus of criticism from 
researchers waving reports that came to opposite 
conclusions. 

Meanwhile, people continue to consume more 
than 1 .5 billion cups of coffee every day around the 
world, according to the World Health Organisation 
(WHO). 

“There has been no sort of health move away 
from coffee at all,’’ said Lawerence Eagles, a coffee 
analyst for London traders CNI. 'The only trend is 
that there is a move toward higher quality coffees as 
affluence increases." 

CofTee remains one of the most studied food 
substances. More than 500 reports have been publi- 
shed over the last 40 years. 

But research is often criticised as being based on 
inexact studies of population groups and their 
behaviour. 

Thus, at first glance a link may seem obvious if 
people who drink lots of coffee are found to get 
heart attacks. Bui such factors as diet, lifestyle, 
cigarette smoking and family history must also be 
considered, and his information can be heard lo 
come by. 

“These studies can be very contradictory because 
they often use ill-prepared protocols (guidelines) 
and very bad control groups.” said Dr Euan Paul, a 
consultant for general foods and chairman of the 
Physiological Effects of Coffee (PIC) committee, a 
Europe-wide group of scientists who study the 
beverage. 

PIC reviews all the research that comes out and 
has found no definitive proof that coffee is either 
good or bad for you. Paul said. In addition, 
laboratory animals .given enough caffeine to equal 
60 to 1 00 cups of coffee a day have shown no adverse 


effects. 

”!n general, whenever you find no adverse reac- 
tion to a chemical in animals, it is safe for humans,” 
he said. 

Paul said one study that does seem to be valid 
concerned the method" of preparing coffee. A Dutch 
report released last November found that coffee in 
which the boiling water and grounds are mixed 
directly can increase cholesterol levels by 10 per 
cent, compared with drinking filtered coffee or no 
coffee at ail. 

Scientists theorise 'hat the interaction of boiling 
water and coffee coul« ■. i use a chemical change that 
affects cholesterol. 

Coffee can contain as many as 500 naturally 
occuring chemicals, but most studies focus on caf- 
feine, a mild stimulate that is also found in tea. 
chocolate and cola drinks. 

Scientists say that when consumed to excess — 
say. 15 cups of coffee a day — caffeine can cause 
anxiety, irritability and an inability to concentrate. 
Scientists are less certain about more lasting 
physiological effects. 

A panel of scientists met under WHO auspices 
this month in Geneva to examine 24differem studies 
on coffee and cancer. They determined that coffee 
may protect against cancer of the colon and rectum 
and there is "limited evidence” that it may be related 
to cancer of the bladder. 

But a 1988 study in Denmark excluded any links 
between coffee and bladder cancer. 

A Boston University study last November on 
colon and rectal cancer found a 40 per cent lower 
risk among people who drink five or more cups a 
day. but the researchers said they did not have 
information on the diets of Lhe more than 1,200 
people studied. 

.A Norwegian study released in February con- 
cluded LhaLmiddle-aged men whodrink fiveormore 
cups of coffee a day may have a significantly 
increased risk of fatal heart disease. 
t This study was of 38.564 men and women over 10 
years. But the Norwegian researchers said that 
differences in the statistics collected from the 
various groups studied make it impossible to state 
positively that excessive coffee drinking is a factor in 
fatal coronary disease.

Cavite Congressmen Renato Dragon. Leonardo Guerrero and 
Jorge Nunez, Cavite Gov Juanito Remulla and Trade Secretary Jose 
Concepcion Jr, had contended that the land is marginal.

approved. 


peasant organizations said President Aquino may have 
violated the Comprehensive Agrarian Law (CARL) when she repor- 
tedly said agricultural lands declared as industrial zones by the 
Housing and Land Regulatory Board prior to June 15, 1988, are no 
longer subject to the agrarian reform department's conversion auth- 
ority. 

“Instead of restricting the DAR's powers on conversion matters, 
the CARL broadened its scope to cover ail private and public 
agricultural lands, irrespective of land tenure, and with no cut bfT 
date," the organizations said. 

Landowners have started requesting the DAR to exempt their 
properties from the CARP. 

This follows the government's declaration that certain areas in the 
provinces of Cavite, Laguna, Batangas, and Rizal (Calabar) will be 
converted into an industrial estate.

the first to bow out although it

But that’s the way 
the ball bounces and, anyway, 
being eliminated doesn’t hurt 
that bad. Expansion teams don’t 
expect to be champions on the 
first try. Their first year in the 
league is regarded as some sort of 
investment. Even San Miguel 
gambled on its young cast of 
rookies in 1986.Tn due time the 
new teams will gain their spurs, 
and when they do, it wfl] be a 
totally new PBA. 

Such is not the case with 
Purefoods, unfortunately. Now 
on its third year in the PBA the 
Hotdogs have suffered another 
frustrating season. Starting out 
the period with controversy over 
the alleged disinterest of Alvin 
Pacrimonio to play for the team 
and practise with his crew, the 
Hotdogs nevertheless squelched 
those rumours by producing 
Patrimonio who showed interest 
enough in the actual games to 
further the Hotdog cause.

Apparen- 
tly, Purefoods bad been scouting 
around for a suitable 
replacement, and that guy was 


Sylvester Grey. 

But we all know the story 
behind Sylvester Grey. Accord- 
ing to Purefoods, the hotshot had 
already agreed to plane in and 
play for Purefoods, but some- 
where along the way another 
agent entered the picture and 
offered Grey a bigger package — 
supposedly from Anejo. 

Anejo and Grey have since 
then denied this story, -but that 
situations still left Purefoods 
with nothing to show. And 
though Purefoods was able to 
explain its situation to the media, 
it still had to play out the rest of 
its games in the eliminations 
without the needed reinfor- 
cement. To make matters worse, 
the PBA was poised to fine it for 
not acquiring the services of an 
import as required by PBA rules. 
It was very clearly a Catch 22 
situation. 

Now all that is academic. The 
glamour team has met with an all 
too familiar fate — early banish- 
ment And Purefoods fans don’t 
like it at all. 

“What’s wrong with our 
team?” they ask each other. 
"What can be wrong with our 
team? Man for man it’s one of the 
best When they were discussing 
who to send from thePBA to that 
Asian Games Jjasketball com- 
petition in Beijing, they said the 
team's core should come from 
San Miguel and Purefoods. How 
can Purefoods now be down 
there at the bottom of the pack 
along with Pepsi and Pop Cola?” 


One of the favourite 
theories offered by aficionados 
for the Purefoods failure is that 
the team still likes to play an 
individnal game. Too many 
stars, they say. The superstars, 
especially, still think in terms of 
their individual statistics, not of 
team performance. 

.And then again they think the 
intrusion of showbiz into the 
basketball careers of Alvin 
Patrimonio and Jerry Codinera 
is reaping its ill effects. Although 
if that were true, file third mem-

“I STARTED working when I was eight because I 
l © declare independence from my parents. 
Since lam thesecond lo Lhe youngest in the family. I 
was a bit spoiled but later I decided to stand on my 
°wn leet ant not just rely on my parents." 

Beth Co, who is now dubbed as queen of fashion 
accessories, also wanted people to know that the 
young can be as responsible as any adult and can be 
as hardworking as any of her working peers. 

Her first job with which she paid her tuition fees 
for her Economics degree from PSBA was as sales 
representative for Colliers Encyclopedia. When she 
applied for the job, the management took one look 
at her and said something like she's too young and 
that she didn't look poor. 

"Bul l was very determined and persistent and for 
months I worked without a fixed salary but on a 
^commission basis." In a few months, she became the 
top seller but not without undergoing several dif- 
ficulties. She used lo lug the sample encyclopedia, 
heavy as they are, waking up al five in the morning, 
leaving the house at six, hailing a cab lo where new 
subdivisions are located and calling on three or four 
houses, knocking on their doors to present her 

"Those are the ones who are ready to buy- because 
they are just staning everything. I was lucky in that I 
seldom was refused by the homeowners.

“1 vowed I'd make them notice me, and due to my 
persistence, they did. 1 was determined to start from 
scratch again. I was the deliverer, collector, pur- 
chaser, but I didn't mind. Later, I was happy again 
for I had a goc^l income from ray sales.” 

But as fast as she earned money, she was just as 
fast in spending it. Until one day, she came to her 
senses. She was not ratling any younger and she had 
very little savings left. Since she wanted to be secured 
in her future, she embarked on a business which 
from the very beginning was at the back of her mind ■ 
— fashion accessories. She was just waiting for the 
right time. 

**( was still a student when l realized that I like to 
create artistic accessories, starting with bracelets 
and brooches.

At first, with the little capital that she had, Beth 
supplied the different department stores with her 
f accessories . But it was Gibson which gave her a place 
f in its store with which lo sell her dungs. Everyday it 
was a sell-out. So she asked herself — “Why don 1 1 


open my own store where 1 can sell my sniff?” And 
she did. Contacting a very good artist who helped 
her in her creative work, Beth opened her own store 
lust year on the second floor of SM City annexe. 

Marcella, that's the name.... is the only store here 
abouts which sell distinctive new collections of 
accessories for both sexes. Thousands of varieties of 
earrings, rings, bracelets.... brooches, anklets and 
even punkista necklaces for the males are yours to 
choose at Marcella. The accessories enjoy nation- 
wide esteem and popularity for their consummate 
artistry and unfailing quality in elegance. 

Beth gets her ideas from magazines and books 
and, would you believe, sometimes from nature, like 
a leaf, a flower, a rainbow, the sun, the moon, the 
stars, anything and anywhere. 

Ask Dawn Zulueta, Vilara Santos, Sharon Cun- 
eta, Janice and Gellie de Belen, Nora Aunor, Grel- 
chen Barrerto.

Twenty-five years ago. you’d 
ive been hard-pressed to find 
uch a seminar, or enough 
a teres ted doctors to make it 
vorthwhile, says Dr John A. 
Bergfeld. team doctor for the 
Cleveland Browns and co-chair- 
nan of the meeting. 

“There have been physicians 
oncentrating in sports medicine 
Europe since the turn of the 
iu2niey. but not here.” bergfeld 
said in a recent interview at his 
Cleveland clinic office. ‘Tm not 
sure why, because we’re a very 
sports-minded country.” 
Focusing 

Physicians and trainers have 
been looking after athletes here 
for decades, of course. But sports 
doctors in the United Stales 
didn't begin comparing notes 
regularly until the mid-1960s, 
when Namalh's gimpy knees 
focused nation-wide attention 
on Dr James A. Nicholas, the , 
New York Jets* team doctor.

Perhaps the single most 
famous success story in sports 
medicine was Jobe's reconstruc- 
tion of pitcher Tommy John’s 
elbow n 1975. Jobe took a 
ligament from John's right 
forearm and used it to rebuild [ 
John's injured left elbow. 

The leu-handed John won 90 
games over the next five years, 
including three seasons with 20 
or more wins, and he continued 
pitching throughout the 1980s. 
His siory encouraged other 
injured athletes to persevere. 

Tremendous 

“For someone tike that to have 

at operation and win 20 
lines ... has done a tremendous 
Jraount for sports medicine," 
Tom Candiolti. now a pitcher for 
the Indians, was quoted as saying 
in 1983. “Someone like me 
should really be grateful for 
someone like him.” 

Candiotti underwent an 
operation similar to John's in 
1981. 

Scrutiny of athletes' injured 
knees and ankles is helping doc- 
tors better understand joint mal- 
functions such as arthritis. Berg- 
feld said, and he yearns for the 
day, maybe 10 years from now. 
when invention of a functional 
artificial ligament will aid ath- 
letes and non-athletes alike. 

Videotaped replays of injuries 
that seem morbid to the general 
public have given doctors insight 
mto the way joints react to stres- 
ses. Bergfeld frequently watches 
videos of his patients’ injuries to 
Jielp determine how they 
xcurred and whether they might 
have been prevented.

A UEFA statement continued the presence of amphetamines in 
urine samples taken from Schrooten after the Belgian club's quarter- 
final second leg match against Cologne ofWest Germany on March 20. 
Cologne won 2-0 on aggregate. 

UEFA's control and disciplinary committee will meet on April 26 to 
discuss the case, the statement said. 

UEFA said it was the first positive fin ding in 20 tests carried out so far 
this season and only the second time a player had failed a test since 
doping controls were introduced in 1 980. 

The first was Italian Silvano Fontolan, who was suspended fora year 
after a positive test in the UEFA Cup tie between his side Verona and 
West Germany's Werder Bremen in ffarch^l 988- . , 

Schrooten has said he used only nose-drops before the match and 
Antwerp’s dub doctor, Frank Janssens, said they could not have 
contained amphetamines. 

Schroo ten’s case follows Thursday’s dispute between European 
Cup semifinalists Benfica and Marseille over doping control at their . 
first leg tie on Wednesday. 

Benfica president Joan Santos remarked after Marseille’s 2-1 win 
that the French players were “man amazing good physical condition.’’ 
He is to ask UEFA for dope testing of players after the second leg in two 
weeks. 

Marseille said they would welcome dope tests and accused Benfica 
officials of trying to create a hostile climate for the return leg in Lisbon 
on April 18. 
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Lawson injured in practice crash 


MONTEREY,- Calif, April 7, Reuter Four time 
-world champion Eddie Lawson suffered a broken 
heel yesterday when he crashed during the second 
timed practice for tomorrow’s US Grand Prix 
motorcycle race at Laguna Scca Raceway. 

The initial report from track medical personnel 
was that the American motorcycle star appeared to 
have broken both his legs. He was taken to a nearby 
hospital and X-rays revealed that Lawson fractured 
his right heel and aggravated a left ankle fracture 
suffered m a crash in Japan last month. 

Lawson, who had been looking forward to racing, - 
in his home state, was conscious and talking when 
taken from the track to community hospital of the 
Monterey peninsula, said Dr Dan Delgado, who 
treated the fallen rider at the scene. 

A spokesman for Lawson's Yamaha team said 
the reigning world champion was expected to be out 
of action at least one month and wiD likely miss the 
Spanish Grand Prix in addition to tomorrow’s race. 

The crash occurred" in the afternoon practice, 



when Lawson's Yamaha appeared to lose its brakes 
entering turn 2 of the 2. 1 9o-mile (2.534-km) courst 
where the motorcycles are coming off the fastest 
part of the track into a hairpin. 

Lawson, who switched from Honda to the 
Yamaha team managed by retired world champion 
Kenny Roberts this season, initially fractured the 
left ankle in a crash early in the season’s first race last 
month in Suzuka, Japan. 

Honda rider Wayne Gardner of Australia was 
fastest in yesterday's timed practice witha lap of one 
minute 26.758 seconds at an average speed of91 .122 
mph (146.642. kph) recorded during the mornin g 
session. 

-American Suzuki rider Kevin Schwantz was 
second fastest m 1:26.805 set during the morning 
session and his compatriot Wayne Rainey,Xaw- 
son's Yamaha team mate* who won the season 
openerin Japan, posted theday’s third quickest time 
of 1:27.028 m the crash-marred afternoon session.
